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LONDON AS IT LOOKS 

By HANNEN SWAPPER 



: London, Feb. 17. 

Dr. .Itoianuel de Marnay Baruch, dlstlnffulslied New York physician, 
had an extraordinary experience this week, when Sybil Thomdike staged 
for the first time his play, "Judith In Israel." Dr. Baruch, who has 
written a score of play$ in hla spare time, chose Miss Thomdike, after 
seeing her In "St. Joan." 'The German and Austrlian Ambassadors werie 
at the first night, attended, as usual >'hcn Miss Thorjidlke appear?, by a 
more distinguished first night audience than that ever seen In Cngland. 

After the curtain fell, there was great enthusiasm. Then, the next 
day, came the sarrie violent criticism of Sybil's performance that has 
followed inost of her recent appearances. I consider ' hW. to .bo the 
victim of more bitter prejudice than any artist of my lifetime, except 
Jacob Epstein. 

Simple Story "Knocked" 

"Judith In Israel" does not ask for criticism. It is a simply told story 
of how Judith saved the dtyi bringing back tlie head of her enemy, under 
her arm, and although the Apochryphal version is altered yery much, It 
is a' play which r thought was nobly Inspiring, Many of the speeches 
are lifted from the Bible. Tlier^ Is no pretense at poetry. 
. So skilfully is the play arranged now. . that, while those, who love 
beauty, can find Imagery and Inspiration in It, any servant girl could see 
the play and biB enthralled by a story that Is packed with Incident. It 
moves as rapidly as a film. . : . 

More than anything It reminded me of. Oscar Asche's ill-fated produc- 
tion of "Attlla." In fact, when Lily Brayton rushed 'round to congratu- 
late the author after the .second act, she agreed. 

■ ' Critics Turn and Read 

The next moi^iing, Alan Parsons of the "Dally Sketch"— he. :b Tree's 
Bon-^ln-law. and a, man not to be accused of over-enthusiasm when it 
comes to this sort of play— iH. J. Henly of the "Dally Mair'^aiid I were 
the only three, eulogistic critics. . 

Th.^ .".Times" bored itself to sleep, as usual, with roundabout criticism 
and other critics said there was no thrill. Hubert Grimth, seizing on 
Lewis Casson's curtain speech that "Judith In Israel" made up for a good 
many other American, plays which had beep seen lately, said that he 
,j)referred "Broadway." Still, it was Mr. Griffith who once aald, *!"The 
House of Glass' is the best play I hava seen since 'Uncle Vanya.' " 

The Attack on Sybil . 

Once again, Sybil was attacked. The "monotony" , of her TOlce and 
""certain mannerisms" were pointed but; In fact, most of the critics 
dismissed the play with contempt, 

Now, the meaning of this is, of cdyrse, that no diecent endeaTOr is 
IMssible in the English theatre if, on the following day, it is to be sneered 
at by people who usually applaud alien effort of every kind. 

True, the play comes from America, but It is designed and staged and 
musically accompanied and acted in the highest spirit of the English 
tradition.' ' 

Of all the English artists who should be encouraged, SybH Thomdike 
is the most distinguished. She risks her own money. She follows her 
own style. Nothing frightens her. She dislikes publicity. She Is a 
woman of noble character and a cultured mind. Yet there Is now, 
obviously, a dead set against everything she does. 

I despair of a theatre where such a thing is possible. It Is a Tolarar age, 
nasty and horrible. , . 

For Heaven's sake, turn on that negroid Jazz and drown, the sound of 
nightingales ! 

American Author "Gets Ready" 

Bayard Veiller, by the way^ is thinking of getting ready for the first 
night of his play, "The TrlaJ of Mary Dugan," hy going to Parts. 

He went to "S. O. S." the other night to see Sir Gerald dn Maitrier'B 
first night and now^he says "Lf that is how they treat authors^ 1 shan't 
be there." *

To quote the foreward in the pub- 
lished plan, "three parties ai'e di- 
rfectly and financially interested in 
each situation, tbe exhibitor de- 
manding protection, the exhibitor 
over whom protection is deriianded, 
and the film exchange siipplying the 
film service. The Uniform Zoning 
Plan endeavors to restrict protec- 
tion on each theatre to the point 
where.lt begins to .aoLuilly injure 
the theatre, and ho fui-ther," .

Expfect to Add 50 Houses to Present Fisher Group of 
60 in Wis , Ind , ill., and Ohio— Playing Stage 
Attractions Where Available 



Chicago, March 6. 

Ah Important theatrical expan- 
(Bion In 'the Midwest is seen In the 
announcement made by Frank 
FJsher, president and general man- 
ager of the Fisher Paramount The- 
atres, at presenting owning, and 
controlling around 60 small theatres 
in various small towns oi Wlscon- 
«in, Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. 
. Fieher states that his firm recent- 
ly incorporated under the Delaware 
laws and will float $2,500,000 in class 
A stock and $750,000 in class B 
stock. Prior to: the incorporation 
the flrjii was a comnion law trust. 

Headlining the expansion plans 
and beside the stock issue, is a bond 
issue to be handled by G. A. Fore- 
man Go., investment banker.s, for 
$li400,000. This bond issue is to 
complete the linancing of the Fisher 
theatre pi*ojects in Wisconsin, with 
douses being under construction in 
Monroe, Belbit, Appletoh, Stevens 
Point and Watertown. The . hooases 
r«^nge from 1,800 to 1,000 seats. 

At a get together meeting, held 
at the Congress Hotel here, with 
over 100 managers and stockholders 
In iELttendance, Fisher said their 
present plans include the acquisition

"Where we ca,h't buy, wo will 
build. We will . try to give the 
smaller town the form of entertain- 
ment that they see in their visits 
to the larger citlCs. All our the- 
atres will use either a presentation 
or vaudeville policy in connection 
with the regular picture policy. 
Through our buying power and 
present contract and afnilations, we 
can i3btain the best in its individ- 
ual field," Fisher said. 

It was decided where the town 
and theatre could stand a stage 
band and master of ceremonies 
policy, it would be put Into effect. 

The Fisher- Paramount Circuit 
elected Billy Diamond of the Chi- 
cago Gus Suii office to supervise 
and oversee their own bookers, who 
will be located In the local Sun of- 
fice. That agency at present is 
boolting the majority of the houses, 
although the firm has several spot 
bookers of its . own. The Fisher- 
Paramount main offices will be lo- 
cated in Chicago. 

When present plans are completed 
it is stated the houses will repre- 
sent a buying power of about 300 
days for films, and around 10 weeks 
for stage attractions. 



Movieless Mass. Town 
Despite New 800-Seater 

Milton, Mass., March 6. 

This little city has a fine new the- 
atre, but It doesn't mean a thing. 
The selectmen won't grant a license 
for the showing of motion pictures, 
having reached this decision with 
the theatre completed And ready 
for opening. A permit for construc- 
tion had been granted by the de- 
partnient of Inspector of buildings. 

Questioned as to whether a de- 
mand existed for movies in Milton, 
Chairman Johnson said he was of 
the opinion there was none. He 
pointed out the city has no geo- 
graphical center nor civic center. 
He. also explained that pictures arc 
presented In the Cunningham gym- 
nasium once a week, sometimes on 
holidays, and that there Is a rnoyie 
theatre In Mattapan, Just over the 
Milton city line, . 

The new house has been leased 
by H. L. Brown, builder, to Phillip 
Markel, who operates a chain in 
Massachusetts.

EXPEaED TO HAPPEN 



STAND-IN 3 DISCHARGED 



"The acquisition of the West Coast 
Theatres by Fox and the pending 
deal for 14€ Flnkelatein & Ruben 
houses which is aet to be closed 
shortly Is hastening the combina- 
tion of the Fox Film Corporation 
with the Fox Theatres Corporation. 
It is understood the liiolding of the 
two companies Into one has come 
up for serious consideration again 
and that this move will b* effected 
within six months. 

The Fox Theatres Corp., banked 
by Halsey, Stuart & Co.. has but- 
grown its original limitations. This 
corporation can hardly take care, of 
its own program. Fox has a the- 
atre building program approxirnat- 
ing $100,000 to be carried out within 
the next two or three years. Wlien 
the West Coast deal came up Fo;c 
Theatres could hot handle it, and 
Hayden, Stone A Co., bankers for 
the Fox Film Corporation, also 
We SCO, are underwriting the yen-' 
ture. 

Similarly, In order to fiacllitate 
the F. A R. merger with Fox it may 
be found advisable to merge the two 
Fox companies. It Is reported that, 
if not for the P. & R deal, then It 
win be necessary to carry vhe plan 
into effect before further expansion 
is . planned following that.

This was the notice served upoa

LIcbmann, vice-president of^ the 
Film Board of Trade. The boai-d 
intends to resume arbiti-iition, and 
claims the right under a uniform 
contract to have business men ap- 
pointed by. tVie president of the local 
leading civic: organization or tiie 
mayor to act with distributor: mem- 
bers. . 

The present arbitration foud be- 
tween the local exhibitors and the 
distributors has resulted from an 
appeal by Warner Brother to the 
district court to restrain the arbi- 
tration board from birring it from 
arbitration. The distributors had 
Incurred the wrath £)f the exhibit- 
ors on the board by going into court 
to compel an exhibitor to carry out 
the terms of a contract after, the 
board had upheld thte exhibitor. 
When Warner, Brothers sought the 
restraining order, the exliibitora 
withdrew from arbitration. 

The court has hot yet held the 
hearing on the application for the 
restraining order.

Competitive Situation Around New York Leaving 
Indie Exhibs in Precarious Condition— Changing 
Policies in New Attempts 



Failure to obtain features each 
week considered sufflciently strong, 
to keep the box ofllce tension to the 
point where either the. houses break 
even or register profit has sent the 
panickiest panicky feellne among 
the neighborhood houses In New 
York and Brooklyn. The competi- 
tive aspect has. whammed such a 
broadside that the theatres unable 
to maintain- a fair average of pic- 
tures have badly slumped off. 

This comes at a time when, the 
ind exhibs, known as the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors' Association in 
Greater Ne"w York, comprising ap- 
proximately 250 theatres, under- the- 
guidance of Aaron Saplro, Injiustrial 
organizer, - specifies as one of Its 
main purposes that no theatre will 
be built for three years In districts 
where an association Independent 
theatre Is supplied with pictures by 
the producers concerned. 

This Is the handwriting on the . 
wait that something quick and 
drastic must be done to hciad off 
the building stampede and over- 
theatrelrig of neighborhoods now 
crying the b. o. blues. 

In face of this reported slump by 
the' Indies, Loew's has decided to 
proceed with four new de luxe thea- 
tres In neighborhoods 

The Bronx is understood to have 



more mioVie. houses than any other 
New York section and they embrace 
the circuits as well . as numerous 
Indie propositions. . 

Dramatic Stock 
One way out for some of the 
houses on Long Island was the 
changing of policlesi one set adding 
vaude aiid another using bands 
with acts oin the week-ends only. 
. In the sections where Loew larid 
Fox \ have established themselves 
with pictures and vaudeville, the 
competing theatre relying on pic- 
tures Is having art undeniably tough 
time, to weather the storms, 

Already one film circuit that sev- 
eral years looked about as fprmld-:' 
able as any of the lesser chains, 
has bowed out, forced by lack of 
patronage plus Inability to keep up 
a continual line of worthwhile 
screen aittractlons.. 

Another theatre concern has de- 
cided to try dramatic stock, first 
doing It on a half week's basis to 
get a line on its b. b. draw. 

Even the S-forjl price of admis- 
sion has not held up consistently, 
this due also to the class of screen 
subjects. In several neighborhoods 
where double feature days have 
been Installed the business is ap- 
preciably better where the pictures

hold up, but none haa caused any 
b. o. stampedes. 

Neighborhoods are going In tor 
ballyhooB, even the Loew houses 
using them . where considered aheo- 
lutely necessajpy and billboard 
rentals are considered prohibitive. 
And some of the boards are already 
sewn up on long-term natlonarcon- 
tracts; . 

1st Division Merger

Schenectady'* General Manager Up 
Against It On Sa lary .Cuts 

Scheneciady, N. Y„ March 6. 
The economy efforts of William 
M. Shirley, general manager of the 
recently formed Farash Theatres 
Corp., came a cropper when he at- 
temMed to slash the waiges of em- 
ployees. Following the dismissal of 
three cleaning women who refused 
to accept a 60 per cent cut and no 
tice that the salaries of other eni 
ployes wbuld likewise be knifed, 65 
employees went on a sti'Ike arid 
picketed the four houses, controlled 
by the corporation. . 

The Schenectady Trades Ab- 
sembly voted moral support, and a 
committee was appointed to con- 
sider the advisability of calling out 
musicians, stage hands and motion 
picture operators. . ' . , 

Shirley and the theatrical em- 
ployee's union got togethe r and 
reached a settlement. Union claimed 
a victory, alleging employees were 
to return on an eight-hour basis, six 
days a week, without change In 
wages. Wage cuts asked by Shirley 
were said to be: Cleaning women, 
from $17.60 to |9 per week; door- 
men, from $.31 to $25 per week; 
ushers, from 35 centH to 30 cents an 
hour; part-time ushers, from 50 to 
30 cents an hour. He managed to 
get non-union cleaners at the re 
duced scale, there being consider 
ablo unemployment here. 
' Shirley's first -move on assuming 
general managership of Farash cor-, 
poration was to dLscharge assistant 
managers.

booking waa nothing more than 
wholesale buying. That when they 
did not sell to an ind^pendept they 
only refuse to do so because' of 
being able to make one sale to a 
chain that brought them irfore 
money than they could ppasibly 
realize, were they successful in sell- 
ing every independent event at high- 
er price per picture. 

A Different Sid Kent 

In this same connection It . was a 
'different Sidney Kent now address- 
ing the Senate committee than the 
Sidney Kent who appeared before 
the trade conference last October In 
New York city. Then It was the 
man who had something he fralnWy 
would not part with except on hla 
own terms. Often he bluntly stated, 
•No, I will not do that." Here, be- 
fore the iSenatorlal committee, he 
waa the high powered salesman sell- 
ing as ho . had never sold before. 
He was selling the business niethods 
of an industry to a committee of 
Congress after that committee had 
been told by Pettljohn that "this. Is 
the most serious situation the in- 
dustry has ever faced." 

Trend of the questioning from the 
committee clearly indicated they 
wanted information . on the Hays 
organization. Every • road seem-

Ingly led. to that sarne point. . 
. Senator Couzens, Mich., wanted 
'Pettljohn to give the committee the 
amount of Will Hays* salary for one 
thing. Pettljohn, then lesllfylng, 
stalled. ..' 

They did get Pettijohn's yearly 
earnings, however, as J16,000' from 
the Hays organization, and |18,000 
from the film boards of trade, a total 
of $34,000. 

Committee also got Kent's salary 
which the Paramount sales manager 
said started at $100,OQO, but was re- 
duced to $75,000 (this wheri all Para- 
mount executives took a cut). He 
added that It went back to $100,000 
the f^rat of the year with a ."cut",' 
on some sort of sales Which he of- 
fered to "sell for 30 cents." 

Uittle Exhibitor 
Pettljohn told the committee the 
Brookhart bill would wipe but the 
little theatres In the country. That 
caused interest from the committee 
They Imniedlately wanted to hear 
from "a little Independent country 
exhibitor." Pettijohn produced one 
such later. 

Pettijohn Informed the committee 
that he had lievcr spoken to Mr 
Hays in reference to the Brookhart 
bill. He added that he had never 
even spoken to a member of the 
committee concerning it. . 

Senator Brookhart answered that 
with .the statement that possibly 
Pettijohn hadn't but. that he had 
certainly "done plenty of talking out 
In the country." The Pettijohn visit 
to the senator's own state of Iowa 
was brought In from many, angles 
with those references getting hotter 
with each utterance. It climaxed 
with the introduction of a telegram 
to the effect that exhibitors were 
supporting the Brookhart bill until 
"after Pettijohn's* oily speech and 
his offer to help organize the inde- 
pendents for the fllm board in Iowa." 

Pettijohn. told the committee that 
there was no agitation against block 
booking and that the federal trade 
commission had not gotten Into that, 
at least as far as the final order 
waa concerned, until the passage of 
the British film quota bill banning 
that method of selling. He answered 
the charge of news suppression by 
the trade journals, aa made by the 
independents, by stating . that 
Variety had published the British 
bin In full and had^ in addition, 
given " details of tho bill's develop- 
ment from Its first Introduction. 

Pettljohn attacked Senator Brook- 
hart's stand on non-theatrical com- 
petition, stating that he doubted if 
it waa legal to withhold Alms from 
such competition, but aa the Hays 
organization had been convinced of 
the unfairness of such competition 
they Were withholding the films 
anyhow. 

In answer, to the charges of sex 
stressing In the films, and other ob- 
jectionable features mentioned by 
association women testlfylnjg, he 
cited that , the news reels had kept 
everything like the sashwelght mur 
der, the "Peaches" Brownings, etc.. 
from their releases.' 

Standard Price Puzzio 
The committee wanted to know 
why a standard price couldn't be 
set on a film. Pettljohn took much 
time to explain the difference In 
towns, house capacities, etc., with 
the committee still wondering why 
a standard price couldn't be aet at 
least for like iiousea. - - . ^ . 

Committee: wanted . to get defini- 
tions of the varloua claissea of pro- 
ducers a.nd exhlbitora. 
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Pettijohn Informed them that "an 
independent producer was a man 
who has a.n Idea, a list of actors he 
would like to get— but no money." 

On top of that he characterized 
Trying Thalberg aa a genius, citing 
him aa an exiample of what "youth 
and bralna could do In tho Indus- 
try." 

He stated that "any Independent 
that actually made a good .picture" 
(and the committee wanted to know 
what a good picture really waa> 
could get It distributed. 

Pettljohn also stressed the yahie 
of local running of theatres. He 
said that a man couldn't be sent 
from New York aity to run a, house 
In the country. 

Arbitration boarda. though ad- 
mittedly not affected In the bill un- 
der consideration, occupied much 
attention, with Senator Brookhart 
atating, along with other offers to 
change the bill If it affected any- 
thing It should hot reach, to amend 
his bill to make them, as operated, 
illegal. 

Tho Senator stated he was fot- 
arbitration but "not by a hand- 
picked board." 

Block Booking 
. Kent said, he would be willing to 
tear down , block booking at once if 
any other method coiild bo made to 
stand, up. He .cited Paramount^s 
experience In endeavoring to sell 
pictures by the selective method 
and the consequent failure. Sena- 
tor Brookhart got. into the record 
that the failure, waa due to the fact 
that the others block booked Par- 
amount out at. that tlnio. 

He tol;d the committee that • the 
Independents wanted to throw out 
all bad pictures. That If . sucfi were 
done then the producers ahou Id be 
permitted to get all they could for 
the good, plcturea. "ir we could 
miake.all good pictures there would 
be no hearing toda,y." added Kent. 

'Art. cannot .walk alone without 
the commercial aspect." he aald. and 
to prove the atatement added that. 
"Old Irohsldea" would, probably lose 
$1,500,000. with Leo Brecher getting 
the admission that betfor* that par- 
ticular picture had played Itaelf out 
It . would get back all production 
coats. 

Kent pointed out later that only 
IB per cent of their revenuo was 
derived from their owa theatrea. 
with the remaining 86 par cent com- 
ing from outside sales. 

He stressed "Chang" as a great 
picture for the advancement ot the 
Industry and told of tho fight he 
had had to get the exhibitors to 
play It. Brecher, who claims to 
have developed the Hklng in New 
York for aucb educatlonala. In- 
formed the committee bs had never 
been able to get "Change for his 
Plaza (New York) tbeatrs. 

Aa to "blind" booking. Kent aald 
there waa no auch thing and that 
the bill was aimed for aomethlnig in 
thia respect that was a myth. "Ex- 
hibitors buy the good name ,o* Par- 
amount and the. other companiea 
that havo been built mp over 20 
yeaxa." the witness atated. 

Percentaoa Buying 
Competition between the rarlous 
producers was characterised as 
"crazy competition" by Kent, who 
later admitted that eoordon had 
been resorted to. in many Instances 
by salesmen, but without the com- 
pany's sanction. He added that he 
had only received five complaints 
of such methods In nine years. 

Playing pictures on percentage 
was stated by Kent to be the pres 
ent trend of the Indaatry which 
wbu id ul tl mately fcolVs afl problems 
within the I nduatry. 

•at will do away with tho exhib- 
itor that always wants tho best 
pictures at his ow« priest" said 
Kent 

The story sopply had been ex 
haUsted within M ycjars and the 
Industry, as the witness aees li, now 
faced the. problem of balMing op 
new writers. 

ire . said that thwe waa a picture 
and a half for every play dats. 

Kent added, during the Thursday 
afternoon aesBlon, that out of the 
20.000 accounts In the country Par- 
amount served S.500. Of thoae 1,500, 
1.250 had delivered Tl per eent of 
Paramount'a revenue. 

Breeher'a Tanaa Questioning 

Mr. Brecher. at the oOn«"la«lon of 
Kent's statement, wSa permitted to 
queatlnn ths witneaa. tha hlrhlleht 
of which queatloning centered 
around the new organlrJition of in- 



dependents forminpr In N'l.'W Vurk 
City, to be headed, by .Afinm .^apiro, 
Breehor asked if wlvon; thai i>n,-an.-. 
iztvtion was perfectod Kont \voulil 
deal with them. This ilcvolupod 
into a tense situation, with Potll-

His statements in RlowiiiK pniiae- 
of the "blg~ companies" wa.<5 such 
that one committee member wanted 
U> know who paid hi.s expenses to 
AV;ii^.Hlngtpri. Williams hst.ated himself. 
The/ witness also gave the com'mlt- 
tee a new experience. He answered 
Senator BrooVchart's. questlonmc 
with what could be terTiied, a com- 
mand to wait until he (inished what 
he had. to say. 

Robert Cochrane, of the Univer- 
sal followed and praised everything 
with his description of what the 
Hays organization did for his com- 
pany, .'being later chai-acterized by 
one. of "the-^ independents as "the 
functions. of a Y. M. C. A," 
Fire Works 
Getting, into the final session the 
fireworks started with a letter to 
Senator Brookhart from Frank 
Rembusch, read Into the record by 
Rembusch wherein credit was taken 
by" the Independents for some of the 
development of tho good things In 
the industry. This letter also went 
after the "little Independent pro- 
ducer" Pettljohn had presented, 
disclosing that he (Williams of 
Omaha) had brought with him an 
attorney, and was occupying rooms 
at the rate of $16 dally at the Hotel 
Mayflower. ' . 

It attempted to show that the $0 
weekly service plan of Universal, 
presented to the committee to show 
how well the small-town exhibitor 
was being taken care of, actually 
cost more than that to deliver, ac- 
cording to Rembusch's analysts of 
figures on distribution, etc., -pr-esent- 
ed by Pettljohn. / 

With the opening of tttercbuttal 
from Senator Brookhart th^ liide-. 
pendents worked toward their "final 
curtain as few final curtains have 
been reached before a Senate com- 
mittee. The Senator first stated 
that figures sijbmltted disclosed that 
to sell 6,000 accounts the Industry 
employed 2,500 salesmen. One to 
each two accounts "whose spare 
time was evidently being used to 
spread propaganda against his bill.'' 
He also Introduced into the record 
Variety's account of the Dallas ac- 
tion against Paramount. (This la 
the Stimetz Chanilsky Indle ex-

At least two film-casting agents 
have .iarrangcments on the side with 
directors or executives for all cast- 
ing to go through the agent, who 
kicks back half the commission. ■ ■ 

One American director over here, 
under contract, was told last week

pliance announced that It had 
caused to be prepa,red a set of In- 
structions which, were sent to thie 
district and branch managers of the 
corporation. The instructions were 
a discussion of block booking in 
which it vfas stated that no ade- 
quate • substitute for block booking 
had been proposed in the trade con- 
ference and, that all branch and dis- 
trict manageris of the company were 
instructed, to co-operate in enforc- 
ing the recommendations of the inr 
dustry adopted^ at the trade practice 
conference. The present action of 
the commission followed the failure 
of the trade practice conference to 
provide for a final elimination of 
block booking." 

Commission's announcement went 
one step further and stated that "It 
proposes to proceed Immediately to 
enforce Its order unless a satisfac- 
tory compliance Is offered by the 
motion picture concern." 

In this connection those familiar 
with the case here are predicting 
the case will go to the, courts and 
that Paramount will hot attempt, to 
temporize wf ith the comnfilsslon to 
avoid the court issue. 

The question came up in the 
Brodkhart hearings last week be- 
fore the Senate committee. Sidney 
Kent, Paramount's sales manager, 
was asked why his company, was not 
complying with the order to cease 
arid desist block booking. Keiit 
answered the commission was, not 
attempting to, enforce it; 

Coming to Life 

That the trade body should Anally 
get together and take action Imme- 
diately after the closing of the 
Brookhart hearihes Is a phase that 
is causing discussion here. Surprise 
is expressed that after many months 
of "sitting on" the situation, the 
commission should come "to life" at 
this time. 

This Is , partially explained by the 
fact that the members of the com- 
mission have, except on rare oc- 
casions, never been in Washington 
at one and the same time. Even 
when all were here they were not 
long enough together to discuss the 
picture case, let alone come to a 
vote on it. " 

Discussion during the Monday 
meeting of the commission is said 
to have found a minority willing 
to forget the case and let it^ake its 
course In Congress. One commis- 
sioner is quoted as stated"that to 
forget it would make the commis- 
sion look foolish." Then came the 
announcement of disapproval with 
its far reaching effect as to the 
balance of the industry. 

Complaints to be is.stied against 
the other companies resorting to 
block booking opens up a question 
that will hinge entirely on the out- 
come of the court proceedings 
against Paramount. However, the 
commission i.s understood to have 
all plans .set to go ahead, with these 
complaints and consequent hearings 
without waiting for the court action 
to be settled. 

Companies to Appear 

This will be worked out, by call- 
ing the other companies and offer- 
ing them a chnnce to appear before 
the recently created "board of re- 



view" within the commission. Be- 
fore that board but one question ia 
scheduled to be asked of the others, 
"Do you resort to block booking?'* 
If the anfiwer is In the a>1Ilrmative, 
then formal proceedings will get 
under way loading to more "cease 
and 'desist" orders. 
, But little time is cxpocted to 
elap.se waiting for Paramount t.o file 
;"the sati.sfactory complian.co" to vho 
ceaise and desist order of July. 
, Commission will shortly take the 
record, tptalihg some thousands of 
pages, and its order to the Circiilt 
Court of Appeals at Now York city ^ 
and ask for. an order of enforcement. 
After that court has riefiched its do-' 
cisiori, either will have the privilege 
of applying for a writ of certiorari 
of the U. S. Supreme Court to re- 
view, the lower court's decision. If 
that application Is made and re- 
fused, then the decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court will stand. Incidentally 
the . U. S. Supreme Court griints 
these, writs only In exceptlqnal cases. 

No one can tell how long this 
procedure will take. If the com- 
mission wins, then Paramount. may 
be punished as In contempt of court. 

Briefness of the announcement 
issued by the commission yesterday 
(Monday) without detail of any na- 
ture Is taken here as indicating that 
the commission Is going to move 
with caution from this point on. 

A request put to Cornmlssipner 
Myers for comment on the an- 
nouncement met with refusal.

Friends were shudderirigly amazed 
Thursday morning when reading 
that Jaclt MacMahon had gone out 
of a window tp his death; No ablu- 
tion of tlie whys could be advanced; 
if a suicidal act. As late its 3 
Wednesday afternoon Jack had been 
at the Hunting room of the Hotel 
Astor, evidencing not one whit of. 
despondency nor expressing, any 
grief or trouble. Within tlie pre- 
vious two days he had ylsited 
around the Square and outwardly 
at least in a cheerfu' mental 3]tate. 

Since leaving the Hearst organi- 
zation MacMahon had indulged in 
some legit stage producing ventures, 
being general manager for James 
W. Elliott and Donald Gallaher in 
the production of "The Gorilla" and 
"Castles in the Air." , Some months 
ago a suit for monies due him from 
Elliott were decided in MacMahon's 
favor. Lately ho had accepted ho 
regular position, but . spoke opti- 
mistically of deals pending. 

He apparently held hopes of re- 
turning to Hearst's. . In the report 
by the New York dalles of Mac- 
Mahon's death, it was stated that 
the present Mrs, MacMahon had 
coincided with a suggestioh that 
her husband's death may have been 
due to financial troubles. ' 

MacMahon is reputed to have 
carried between $100,000 and $250,- 
000 in life insurance, all in force on 
Feb. 29. Several premiums on the 
policies are said to have been due 
oh March 1. The $100,000 life in- 
surance figure is mostly ifavored by 
those who best knew MacMahon. 
It is said that the policies In the 
main carried double indenmity iri 
the event of death through acci- 
dent. Suicide, say attorneys,: is not 
accidental death, with the. same 
point arising some years ago 
through the death of Nat Wills, the 
tramp 'monologlist. 

Mrs. MacMahon was in another 
room when her husband werit 
through the . window. It was some 
tinie before Identification was made, 
the superintendent of the apartment 
house notifying the police. Later 
when asked If Jack waa In, she re^o 
plied he was, but upon going to his 
room found the bed unoccupied.

There is one free lance fan publi- 
catioin writer, who thinks her birth- 
day should be printed In red on 
every movie star's calendar aa a re- 
minder to send her a„blrthday presr 
eilt. Sirilce this can hot bo accom- 
plished; she takes the next best step 
by conducting a systematic cam- 
paign of letter writing. Tha letter 
Is very carefully worded In the most 
endearing churiimy stylei informing 
the receiver that her birthday is ap- 
proacliing and that she will expect 
to hear from them on this great 
natal occasion.

In spite of the eligible list of 
publisher'^ correspondents compiled 
by the Wam pas and available to all 
studib press agents, she is dined and 
feted t>y these same agents who 
think: she might do them some good: 
This Is an incentive for the new 
writer and increases laer ego, with 
the result she gets down to harder 
work, writing copiously and at ran- 
dorh, shooting- stuff to a string of 
publications on speculation, which 
is the only qualification necessary 
to become a syndicate writer In the 
eyes of the chatterers Who make 
the publicity seekers . see it In the 
same light. 

Writers conducting columns for 
some of the larger syndicates are 
forever reminding studio publicity 
seekers of their power to dominate 
the press. 

But the mill goes on, fo.<jtered and 
encouraged by .publicity seekers, 
who are now looking for a remedy 
of a natural pestilence propagated 
by their own desires.

The suit le a result of Post, for- 
merly employed by Foster at |100 
a week as a , stager, pi'Oducing his 
own acts, Including; this one which 
Foster charges is an infringement of 
his "web act," a Foster dance crea- 
tion. ■ ■ 

Foster notified Sidney M. Ahschell, 
the burlesque producer, and the Fox 
Vaudeville Agency among others, 
that Post's act was an infrinjgement. 
Both bookers respecti?d Foster's 
warning. The Amalgamated con- 
tracted a booking date regardless of 
formal notification' by Kehdler & 
Goldstein on behalf . of Foster that 
they would hold the circuit respon- 
sible for damages.-

The manner in. which May sings 
and uses heir - hands looked Ha- 
waiian, it all- seemed and sounded 
so simple, but when and latej-, Miss 
Joyce came out in straw skirt look- 
ing very new, to do a hooch, either 
the straw, May or the hooch didn't 
seem .Honolulu or even the- beach. 
So that let in a suspicion that May 
.loyce is no Hawaiian, though she 
thinks she's playing the uke. 

Mr. Nalnain, If that's near his 
name, played the piano very gen- 
erously, also a steel guitar, and later 
on a piccolo.

Nice looking 
lot Of boys In tuxedos. 

They fall down hard on talk be- 
tween the leader and one of the 
saxophonists who does a sort of po- 
lite Milt Gross, missing due to the 
terrible material they use rather 
than the .method ol getting it 
across. With, the right line of gags 
this young Hebe comic probably 
would register. Leader's feeding riot 
so forte. 

Routine, of talk and numbei* fur- 
ther broken up with the Introduc- 
tion of two specialties, pair of danc- 
ing boys, Introducied as Leonard 
and Albert, and girl contOrtiOn 
dancer. Both appear briefly and do 
well. 

Act looks as though It comes from 
dance asslgrnment and is trying to 
find Itself on the stage.

terlal presented on this showing as 
a start, there la no reason why 
Van and his outfit should not build 
up to a music and comedy.unit that 
would be valuable f o» the picture 
houses;

The houst! is located in a section 
which, wius known as "No Man's 
Land," at 9lh and Pine, .midway be- 
ty^een. the center of the tow-n and 
the residential. section. With a local 
concern puttihg up a $2,500,000 
height limit structure in which the 
theatre is located, those who are In 
the know in tills town are foUowint; 
Bult, which will uiidoubtedly make 
this section of the town the pivotal 
point in another two years. 

Trade, of course. flnds its way, or 
has fouiid It, to the center of the 
. city, \*rher6 just one fihst run com- 
petitive house. Fifth Avenue, , has 
existed. This ohe is in the West 
Coauit chain and has- room to take 
care of sonic 2,400' inhabitatits at a 
single seating. There are other 
houses in the downtown area and 
many.- olhfers, but they are of the 
more . obsolete type, according to 
the parlance of present day amu.se- 
ihertt seekers, and ..when the .latter, 
have .had an eyful or. two of the 
new temple of amusemeht, running 
from a 25c. to :BOc admission (laily 
and 60c Saturday and Sunday scale, 
they will sore of turn the nose up i6 
these places and the latter wiU pass 
out of ti^ ^"picture. .- 

This city is classified aa over- 
eeated for Uie present. 'Most of the 
obsolete houses aire in the business 
district and- the owners •will not 
suffer loss but substantial gain upon 
their conversion and elimination for 
commercial purposes. ' 
r~Flfth Avenue, oif Chinese design 
and- atniosphere, has been ■ consid- 
ered the peer of theatres on the. 
Northwestern coast. It Is a classy 
and smart place and one in which 
the. patrons do not mind spending 
their time. There Is room for this 
one and another competing de Itixe 
hbuiae, which the Seattle l3. It will 
be a case of clean "competition for 
both, with each in the long run 
stimulated by the competition. 

Seattle Is a two -floor house with 
around 1,500 seats downstairs. It is. 
80 far as outer lobbies and ap- 
proaches to the auditorium are con- 
cerned, similar In layout to many of 
the de luxe houses In the east and 
middle west. Interior or auditorium 
la of the Louis XV period, tastefully 
embellished as well as being restful 
to the eve. Garlshness is eliminated 
In evefy detail, though observation 
registers impressive pretentious-? 
ness. •. . 

Operated under the supervision of 
Hershell Stuart, who is division 
manager of the West Coast organi- 
sation in this territory, the house is 
a practical replied, in personnel of 
any of the Publlx and West Coast 
houses throughout the country. 
They have the Publlx usher system 
as well as the operating system., 
with which Stuart is most familiar. 

For the stage they are using 
the Publix units, making their 
debut in this territory. The first 
one is "The Merry Widow" minus 
Mae Murray. The revue Is the big- 
gest and most pretentious flash the 
coast has seen in pict'Ure house ieh- 
tertalnment, though in personnel it 
has been considerably cut down 
since leaving east of the Misslgiaippl. 
There are 24 In It altogether. They 
include the Runaway Four, Joseph 
Grlflln, tenor; Virginia Johnson, so- 
prano; Royal Male Quartet; Accent 
and Jeneskp, mixed dance team, and 
twelve of the Felicia. .Sorrel Girls.

Something that they like here, A 
Tiftany-Stahl technicolor, "Mem-, 
©ries," was the first short to hit the 
■heot and the orchestro; had a con- 



vincing musical arrung<?inent, After 
that came the Paramount News 
Weekly with fjevc.n takes starting 
with a CooUdge shot and finishing 
with the Pacilic flctt battle laan- 
euvera. Short liad a great . score 
for . this. It Wiis quite, a treat to 
have th(>- pit for-'cs wpi-ked, (Com- 
bined on the accompaniment, th.an 
to have the boy at the organ take 
the whole responsibility. 

They dug up a couple of chaps 
who they program , as "Don and 
Ron" to do. the Crawford, act at the 
organ. The boys, known as Baggdt 
and Moore, respectively, are okay 
for - the keys, but not sufficiently 
sea.soned to. emulate the "Mr. and 
Mrs. Jesse" line of entertainment. 
It was too bad tliey had thi.s task 
put on their shoulders. They fried 
hard to get over the tape clean but 
did not hiake. the grade, Possibly 
Individually the boys : can acquit 
themselves hotter than, as a tandem.

"Hula Blues," fits Into the entertain-^ 
ment atmoaiihorlcally since the fea- 
ture, "The Show Down" (Par) has 
a tropic locale,' but its . production 
features are unimportant. It's an- 
other case of ineffective ensombles 
in a show being saved by the sup- 
port of distinct and uncorinoetec]

In this case all. the pretentious-: 
ensembles slip badly. In particular 
the finale is a horror- of garish stage 
design, and the background of .a 
group of Felicia Sorel girls Is rou-. 
tined in dance work iand not partic- 
ularly attractive in pattern.. 

On the other hand the producer 
has been happy, in his picking of 
specialty material. In this depart- 
ment there are four Items, that de- 
liver abundantly, Such Is the 
strange reaction of fan sentiriiont 
that the hit goes to the simplest of 
the four, Anna Chang, Chinese sing- 
ing girl, . She handles familiar 
American syncopated isongs about 
as well as apy second class Ameri- 
can w6man single but walks aWay 
with , the hit of tlie performance. 
Apparently the idea of a Chlnesist: 
girl singing familiar pop numbers 
without accent or, any other depar- 
ture from routine delivery is an In* 
trlgulng niarvel to American picture 
addicts. The only thing Oriental 
about Anna Chang are the name, 
costume and her slant-eyed beauty.

Moore and Powell, jAvo men using 
a familiar, routine of Comedy tricks 
with a musical angle,.^uch as play- 
ing bri saws with vioiln bows and 
an act well known to _ small time 
audiences, were another mild riot, 
while the remarkable tumbling and 
knockabout of Fritz and Jean Hu- 
bert, particularly the punishing falls 
done by the girl,, brought gasps^ 

Item No, 4 was the solo dance, 
"The Tiger,!' done by Drena Beach, 
surrounded by the girls made up as 
Zulu warriors with futuristic native 
weapons iind shields.. This girl is 
one of th6 first to grab a first-rate 
scheme lii framing a contortlonlstlc 
dance around an Idea. Here ' her 
bends, ,spliti3 and twisting kicks are 
dramatized into a picture of a slink- 
ing, stretching cat, Instead of being 
presented In straight routine as 
acrobatic dance feats. Toe dancers, 
have dramatized such routines as in 
the "Dying Swan" figure for lUusr 
tratlon, but the Tiger idea is a neW 
adaptation of the contortlonal stylei. 
This grin does it splendidly ahd the 
number Is a first ra.te novelty. 

The dance solo was the only 
strictly, picture house presentation 
bit In the show, the other items be- 
ing material borrowed from vaude- 
ville,, and all scoring on the strictly 
vaudeyille specialty basis. However, 
there is a distinction. Here the 
comedy turn of M9ore and Powell 
takes on an added comedy kick be- 
cause it has. all the advantage of 
contrast in the production surround- 
ings of a P^ibllx unit; beauty and. 
magniflciince that sharpen their 
buffooneries. . .On this basis,' as in 
the case of Aifoore and Powell, any 
successful vaudeville comedy act be- 
comes vastly enhanced as a specialty 
Item In a production unit, and ex- 
perience, seems to demonstrate that 
such turns are the real spice and 
flavoring of the presentation Idea, 

The presentation of 20 ..minute's is 
opened- by Chief Tul Pol and his 
Royal Sampans, picturesque ar- 
rangement that impresses as atmos- 
pherically authentic and which pro- 
vides a. very agreeable music and 
dance Interlude.

Instead the closing of "Maya" 
ha.S proved otherwise. The Actors-Managers, who produced the play 
didn't care to go to bat In coTirt.

Fox bookers must have decided that to fiU 
the theatres, attractions, on stage and screen must be made important. 
At the Acaderiiy there seems to be no doubt it has done the b. o. trick. 
With a. $30,000 full gross possible and the former $12,000 or $14,C0O the 
house did, the gross there has been jumped to anywhere from .$-0,000 to 
capacity weekly. 

This same condition is reported in. the other Fox theatres playing the 
big bills. At the same time it is said to have badly bumped competing 
theatres, especially the K-A vaudfllm hou.sos wherever In a Fox pcctlon.

' With most of the big Broadway

^Burlesque," '•Excess Baggage" and 
"Show: Boat" have been sold for. 
screen versions, but the others In- 
, dlcate that the market lags to beat 

the band. 

One brokerage chief, while lament- 
ing the terri We slump, ascribed It 
all to "original stories." He opined 
the picture makers have turned 
lock, stock and barrel to original 
- flcenarlos, so much so that they are 
engaging dramatists direct, taking 
them from their Broadway haimts 
to Hollywood. 

In the commission for originals* 
the broker declared that in acquir- 
ing legit pieces or any known stage 
material the film , men will not 
adhere to script. In a number of 
■Instances they have just about 
broken a playwi-ighfs heart when 
the completed screen version was 
flashed. 

He said , that for every play pro 
duced a thousand "originals" were 
written, while the chosen few made 
Into screen form far outnumbered 
those taken from recently produced 
plays.

Appellate Division yrianimously Agrees for Caesar- 
Freedman in "Betsy" Case— ^Ref use Ziegf eld Per- 
mission to Go Higher 



AS a result ot differences ;with- " 
authors, a suit by one set of writers 
aeainst Florcnz Ziegfeli has cstab- 
Ushed the validity of a clause in the 
DraJnatists' Guild Minimum Basic 
\greement, whereby royalties due 
authors by managers shall be re- 
carded as being held 'n- trust until 
oald The court rating pf unpaid 
royalties as a trust fund is regarded 
as the most iniportant de^velopment 
since the agreement came Into force. 

The test case was the action of 
Irvihg Caesar and David Freedman, 
authors of "Betsy." Having received 
no royalties, the authofs sought for 
an accounting and injunction on the 
theory that the Minimum Basip 
Agreement made Ziegfeld a trusted 
of the royalties. Justice Bijur ruled 
against that contention, but the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme 
Court unanimously reversed it.. The 
manager sought to appeal to the 
Court of Appeals but that haa been 
denied. That deflnitcly fixes the 
status of all iroyalties. 

Opinion 

Justice Poskauer,' writlxig ' th<i 
opiriion of the Appellate Court, said: 

"Plaintiffs allege that they were 
the authors of a play and con-, 
tracted with Jie defendant to proV 
duce It The contract provided that 
the manager Was to pay the authors 
'a sum equal to three per cent of the 
gross weekly box ofllce receipts,' to 
be paid and computed as provided 
In the Minimum Basic Agreement. 
. VThat agreement contains . this 
clause: 

"'Any portion of gross receipts 
due the authors for royalties. If not 
paid immediately on. the receipt 
thereof by the manager/ shall be- 
long to tlie author and shall be held 
In . trust for the author until pay- 
ment; and the ownership of said 
trust fund by ♦he author shall not 
be questioned, whether the moneys 
are physically segregixt:d or not.' 
. "The effect of this clause was to 
constitute the defendant a trustee 
for the plaintiffs at oncie upon the 
acquisition by the mahager of gross 
receipts which were not immediate- 
ly paid the authors. We . cannot 
isolate the clause" of the main 
agreement ..providing that the roy- 
alty was a sum equal to three per 
cent, of the gross weekly box offlor 
receipts, from the context con- 
tained in the Minimum Basic agree- 
ment. Reading the contract to- 
gether with the fourth clause of 
the Minimum Basic Agreement, we 
hold that the Intention of the par- 
ties was to create a trust relation- 
ship and to confer upon the plain- 
tiffs at least against this defendant 
the status and the rights of cestuis 
.. que trust en t."

The complaint of Slgmund Rom- 
:berg against Ziegifeld has assumed 
a double barrelled action. There 
are /actually two complialnts against 
the manager, one by. Romberg foi

Jlcretofore the matter of lUe- 
gitlnuicy has been liaiul led in this 
country cither a? a .subject . of whis- 
pered morbidity or of racj; "dirt. 
A 14 -year-old eirl may '■ see Mi*. 
Belasao's and Mr. Carpenter's treat- 
ment of that subject, in which not 
an objectionable scene or word 
tran-spiies, and wherein, moreover, a 
spado , is called a spade. , 

.But— such: dainty, graceful han- 
dling oC any material has gcarcely. 
been observed, in a decade. "The 
Bachelor Father" was to live or die 
on its treatment. >, 

Over it all Is somcthiiie rarjflea. 
It Is one Of those Inspired ensembles 
which may never know an approx- 
imate parallel. The casting, the 
motivation, thei dialogue, the story, 
the atmosphere, the spphlstlcatlon 
without hardness— all blend so 
naturally that proscehiuhi.=; and spot^ 
lights are obliterated and one. lives 
the thing. 

The tale is simple enough— sur- 
prising that others haven't thought 
of it; but, had they, no power could 
have helped . them had tt .f.allen into 
profane and clumsy hands. 

A titled iSnglish noble rake, past 
n>lddle age, who. used an Interna- 
tional bicycle, knows he has at l&ast 
three authenticated iUeglts— one in 



England, one in Italy and another in 
New York. Remorse — perhaps curi- 
osity, rather — moves him. to send his 
solicitor to find the brats and bring 
them to him. What he will do with 
them he dpe.s not know. 

We see them jn their home sur- 
roundings, with their unmarried 
mothers. They know little and care 
less about this tefnote Briton. But 
thev consent to come. The scene in 
which Sir' Basil. meets his own young 
flesh and blood Is one of the most 
gor&eous comedy acts, in tlife ken of 
the stage. Yet under It lies a sub- 
structure of pathos. His bachelor, 
life is harrassed; he doesn't know 
the youngsters— he Is their father, 
yet they are strangers. . 

In the last act— and this play hag 
that miracle, a third act that tops 
the forerunners — we find him awk- 
wardly, almost reluctantly but 
fiercely in love with his children. 
The bar- sinister has been almost 
forgotten. He Is proud o£ them. In- 
dulges them, tries half-heartedly to 
master them — and they idolize him, 
too. 

Then, one by one, he loses them— 
for they are adolescents. And the 
simple, supreme heart-break of this 
proud, whimsical old .man vvho has 
had that unicj.ue sensation— the birth 
of a. father-Hsnds the glorious com- 
edy with a swell of soulrtwinglng 
grief; followed by one of the niftiest 
comedy plot cracks ever heard for 
a curta,in line. 

The performances and direction 
are beyond criticism; Belasco 
workied on this script for two years 
and he will have as long to enjoy 
the fruits of it, for "The Bachelor 
Father" id a success anywhere. In 
any language or regiohi if produced 
with a tithe of what was given to 
the original. *" 

June Walker, perhaps the best 
semi -grown brat actress that ever 
lived, as the New. York "love-child," 
has a fat part, but how she plays it! 
Without ever "pointing" a laugh. 



she wrings forth » thousand. She 
looks the age and character required, 
and in her dramatic momenta sur- 
passes her superfine comedy work. 
Her husband, Oeoltery Kerr, as the 
ambassador of the bachelor father, 
is cast down to the ground and plays 
It to the skies. It will be many a 
year before this pair can find them- 
selves together In one play which 
has for them such two Ideal an<l 
widely different roles. 

C. Aubrey Smith, the veteran 
English actor, la from Heaven. 
Brusque, soft, heart-broken or irri- 
tated, the man is Sir Basil. .Viola 
Roache gives a splendid straight- 
forward performance as the Eng- 
lish mother. Harriett Lorraine, as 
the Italian ex-dlva mother, has an 
opportunity to employ her fine voice 
as well as act beyond anything she 
ever suggested in her musical and 
vaudeville performances. Her daugh- 
ter must also be a singer, and in this 
bit of placing Belasco must have

A flock of credits is 
programed, the music being by Jim- 
my Johnson (who, with his brother, 
wrote "Charleston"), "Fats" • Waller 
and Clarence Todd; lyrics by Henry 
Crea;ner ahd Andy Jlazaf. Will Vo- 
dery came In on the prchiestratlons, 
and. Clarence Robinson directed the. 
dances.- ' ' . 

Johnson and Waller are in the or- 
chestra, both at pianos, aiid are reg- 
ularly programed the same as the 
cast. So Is Jabbo Smith. Boy, what 
a bugler— and blue! Conrad Is men- 
tioned collaborating in five numbers, 
but his share appears, to have been 
incidental, other than "Harlem 
Rose," done with Gladys Rodgers. 
That number is out of the show, 
regarded as rathe i: , tragic for this 
troupe. 

Miller and Lyles . 'ire funny, They 
.-ire working with Margaret. Lee, an 
ample girl. It Is her straighting that 
makes a goodly portion of the com- 
edy seem laughable. As for book, 
the leads are for e.s.tahlishlng an 
"Jraqual Got League:" The robbing 
of a bank is considered, arid, to de- 
cide who is to blow up the building 
there Is a battle royal. Miller is 
knocked . cold, and dreams of vast 
wealth. A good-for-nothing, he 
comes home with all klnd.s of money, 
tells his hard-working wife that she 
can have 80 Rolls-Royces, and that 
they are to have carpet. 25 feet thick 
on the floor. It is ail what he saw 
after taking It on the button. 

Thej' have a colored toe dancer, 
oulte a novelty in Itself. Honey 
Brown Is her name, and a comely 
less. Then there is. Jean Starr, an- 
other dusky maid good to look on 
She is the prima donna, gets her 
nurhbers over nicely^ wears cos- 
tumes prettily, and. has personality. 
Miss Starr singled with ."Give Me 
the Sunshine," rated the best, mel 
ody In the score. 

But there is "Slppl," with an. even 
more catchy numbet', handled by 
Mabei Russell, and legitimately en- 
cored. The management la against 
encoring, but It would have meant 
stopping the show to have attempt- 
ed proceeding without the repeats 
"How Jazz Was Born" Is also high- 
ly regarded, used for the finale of 



the first act, with Miss Starr again 
in hierh. 

. Still another wow number la "Leg 
it,'' encored, too, of necessity. Credit 
for that goes to BiUe YarbouKh, 
eccentric comedienne and hoofer, 
They took her o'jt oi the chorus the 
first week, when the show played 
Philadelphia, ai d she is set with a 
contract for Ave years. 

"Keep Shufflln' " is bound to be 
as popular among the professionals 
as "Shufflin* Along." .

The announcement of Florenz Ziegfeld, made here yesterday, that the last of 
the long line of '.'Follies" has been seen; by American playgoers, is the sort of stuff 
that theatrital history will be made of in the future. More than two decades have 
passed since the impriesario laundied the first of the revues, which not only made 
his name a household word but lied to imitations without number. It is partly be- 
cause Mr. Ziegfeld believes that the faj^hion which he set has been prostituted and 
debased that he has decided to abandon production of the "Follies.** His recent 
successes in- more-spectacular and solid productions are,, of course, a. factor. 

It requires rather long association with the theatre to remember the pre- Follies 
days in the American theatre. Before Mr. Ziegfeld inauguratied the newer mode 
there had been sharp division between musical comedy and vaudeville. The proi- 
ducer took the two, combined vnth them an entirely new art, spectacular and lavish 
but nevertheless pleasing. The final iiigredient was the Ziegfeld girl, each of 
whom has been a pulchritudihous monument to her discoverer. The combination 
made his reputation and his fprtune. Hosts of imitators were quick to copy his v 
ideas. In endeavoring to match the Ziegfeld touch, they went to. extrenies which 
the originator had never attempted. Vulgarity and nudity were added to the more 
successful formula. Mr. Ziegfeld first coihbatted such adulteration of theatrical 
art Now he abandons the field entirely, so that he may not be classed with those 
who have copied him without touch or deftness. 

The passmg of the ''Follies'* will not mean, fortunately, the retirement of Mr. 
Ziegfeld from the production field. Building upon his earlier experiences. Mc 
Ziegfeld has evolved tliroiigh ''Rio Rita^** "Sally,** "Rosalie,**. "Kid Boob,** 
"Show Boat" and finally "The Three Musketeers." an entirely new type of enter* 
tainmeoL Nothing has been lost and much has been added in the transition. Public 
appreciation is even SPreatCT than it was in former days. The Ziegfeld play and

First of the new session's annual 
pilgrimage on copyt-ight took the 
form of a hearing on the Vestal 
House bill H. R. 8913 to eatfibllsh 
by law the now. exlsting. trade prac- 
tices on various rights under a copy- 

right. : ^ ^ ■ 

Session, held ,ln th€| caucus rjom 
of the House Office Building FrldaVi 
was the first to be marked by every- 
body being in agreement— but even 
then there were "remarks," 

Louis E, Schwartz, copyright 
counsel for . Paramount, Informed 
the committee that the magazine 
publishers, and the "Saturday Even- 
ing Post" In particular, were the 
•'tnost obstinate in the world and 
did business In the sloppiest man- 
ner of any firms or Individuals hav- 
ing to do with copyright." 

He also stated that no one was 
concerned about copyright until mo- 
tion pictures came, into the field. 

This was brought about by the 
rather lukewarm presentation of the 
approval of the divisibility Idea of 
Frederick S. Bigelow as represent- 
ing the, "SatevepOSt," " Though 
Bigelow iadmitted he entered Into 
many agreements with authors that

Gene Buck, Nathan Burkan and 
E. C. Mills, previously recorded as 
favoring the bill, were on hand ex- 
pecting to have their own bill to set 
up changes in the mechanical re- 
production clauses of the act In- 
cluding the repeal of the arbitrary, 
two cents clause, up for hearing. 
This, however, was postpopsd tp a 
date to be set later. 

"Ride" for Society

ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers Is in for another . "rIfJe." 
This time ' from Congressman Jeff 
Busby (D), MisSi, new member of 
the committee. Busby sta.rted In 
on Osborn, of the Authors' League, 
but; finding the witness hot of the 
society, stated he would, follow 'up 
his questioning when someone rep- 
resenting that body got on the stand. 

Appears that with each siesslon, 
at least until, the controversial 
issues for which changes are being 
isought are finally disposed of, with 
the advent of new committee mem- 
bers the composers and authors will 
halve to rfe-sell the Idea that they 
should be compensated for the use 
of their works when a profit Is 
made by someone else. 

New Democratic congressman 
from New York, William I. SIrovlch, 
who succeeded Sol Bloom, of the 
patents committee, when the latter 
was transferred to the foreign af- 
fairs- committee, clearly indicated 
his stand aa being for the writeris 
and his desire to give them every- 
thing In the way of copyright pror 
tectiori.

With the onion's, edict against 
such practice onlesa there is addi- 
tional compensation, Karzas came 
Into discredit with the union offl- 
clals which Is now counting against 
Miller and hla Brunswick recording 
orehestitL 

As an Incoming attraetloh and 
not a local member, the union can 
discriminate against an outside 
dance orchestra. It is costing Miller 
a choice berth.

IN FIGHT FOR LOUD SPEAKER 



Prpvidehce Man Broadcasts for Help in His Defense 
to Use the Speaker as a Business Ballyhoo^Asks 
Eastern Stations' Aid— -Against Restrictions 



Providence, March 6. 

An Injunction was granted the 
neighbors of liobert Davies, radio 
dealer, when they complained 
iagainst the use of a loiud speaker 
outside his place 6f business. Mr. 
Davies Is fighting the case, and radio 
stations throughout the east . have 
been asked . to assist the defendant, 
with the following letter addfessed 
to broadcasters by his attorneys: 
Gentlemen: 

I ani being , prosecuted under an 
old city ordinance, which says In 
part that no person shall ring or 
cause to be rung any bell, or use or 
cause to be used any horn or other 
Instrument for the purpose of giving 
notice of any public isale or auction, 
or of the exercise of any business 
or calling, or for the sale of any 
article. The police claim that this 
includes the lise of a loud, speaker, 
which Is absolutely necessary for me 
in my business of experimenting 
with radio.' 

. If they are successful in this con- 
tention, it will not only drive me 
out of business, but others as well. 
I thought perhaps you might have 
aonie Information that will be help- 
ful to me In my light. ' 

Much Interest has been shown in 
tho outcome of the fight.

Commercial Use of Song 
Alleged Against Radio 



Minneapolis, March 6. 
Dr. George W. Young, operator of 
WDGY, one of the local radio bfoad- 
casting stations, has been made de- 
fendant in a suit filed in federal 
court here by Gene Buck, New 
York, president of the Anierlcan So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
publishers. The use of popular songs 
in commercial radio broadcast by 
Dr. Young Is an infringement of 
copyright, according to Mr. Buck's 
contention. i 

The suit is expected to settle thie 
iiuestion of the right of broadcast- 
ers to use songs in radio programs 
advertising the name . of tbe spon- 
sor without 8, license from the so- 
ciety. The complaint states that Dr. 
Young's . station used "My Blue 
Heaven" in a program the night of 
Dec. 20, 1927. 

Preceding and following the play- 
ing of the -piece, tlie announcer Is 
alleged to have made the statement. 
'This is station WDOT, operated by 
Dr. Young's Jewelry and Optical 
store. Dr. Young will save you SO 
per cent at his store." 

Since the station's range extends 
for. several hundred miles In all 
directions," and that reception "was 
open to anyone with receiving sets 
in the area," the song lost Its flavor 
as entertainment and became only 
a part of Dr. Young^s commercial 
advertising, the plaintiff alleges. 

Alleging that the use of the song 
in his advertising programs is being 
done in an infringing manner, "de- 
stroying the ralue of the copyright, * 
the society demands an Injunction 
against the station and $2S0 dam- 
ages.

Radio broadcasters' are be- 
grlnningr to. appreciate tbe vqilue ■ 
of theJr popular announcers as 
contact men, "advance agents 
and prooil will emlasarlea. The 
better known announcers are 
in for a break on the frravy. 

As It stands now . the spiel 
artists are ridiculously under- 
paid. In New fork, annione the 
hlgh-fo^de stations, the aver- 
agre wa«:e.for announcers Is '|66. 
The h\g networks ero as high as 
$80 to 910iB for their ihost fa- 
mons "names.** That was Qra- 
ham McKamee's limit for a 
tliiie nntll ths National Broad- 
casting Corp. realized the value 
of McNajnee's contact value. 
McName* Is how paid . to 
gross over 120,000 a year. 

An idea oC the NBCs busi- 
ness relations with "names," 
. like McNainee, may be gtCther- 
ed from their deduction of his 
dally wage, pi* rata, every time 
the announcer is out on an 
outside engagement. - 

Should McNatnee be booked 
for 1200 a . night somewhere, 
not only is his salary dock^ 
for the night he la away acr 
cording to understanding, but 
the .Artlsts* Bureaa of the NBC 
gets a 16 per cent, commission 
kick-back for booking Its an- 
nouncer. Thus on the |200 date« 
McNamee gets $170, less what- 
ever is the pro rata dally wage 
deduction. 

None of the elrouit broad- 
casters were strong for their 
staffs' outside bookings until 
they started to appreciate the 
value of the personal contact of 
the announcers coming In 
closer relationfhlp with the 
outside world. 



3 CHICAGO STATIONS 
STOP AU DANCE MUSIC 



Refuse Union Ruling on Re- 
mote Sending Only If Studio 
Band Is Employed 

CSilcagOk March. 6. 

Rather . than comply with the 
Chicago Oederatlon of, Musicians' 
ruling that an stations, broadcast- 
ing by remote control must employ 
an addltlonai 10-pleee studio or- 
chestra, three local stations, two 
owned luid operated by ballrooms 
and one by a hotel for self-explol- 
tatlon, have dlaoontlnued dance mu- 
sic entirely, and are presenting 
straight studio programs. The sta- 
tions are WOK (Trianon and Ara- 
gon ballrooms), WODS (Guyon's 
Paradise ballroom) and WEBH 
( Ed gre water Beach hotel) . 

James C. PetriUo, president of the 
musicians' union, put the remote 
control ruling into effect on conten- 
tion that stations were getting too 
much free music and that other 
union musicians were being kept 
out ot work. Although a ballroom 
station nmy be owned by the same 
person who employs the dance 
orchestra in the ballroom, Petrlllp's 
ruling will not permit broadcasting 
of this musle unless a 10-plece 
studio band la also employed. 
: In other, words, a mlcroi^one can- 
not be placed la firont of a Ibahd. in 
a cafe or la a ballroom unless that 
particular place has another band 
or orchestra hired exclusively for 
broadcastlns. 

This easily means 11,000 added 
weekly to the gspenae of the sta- 
tion. ■ ■ ■ ■ ■

A cash value of $20,0.00 a day for 
good will exploitation is placed on 
the broadcasting oC th$ Democratic

Net- 
work radlocasters state they can- 
not etherize the proceedings In their 
isniirety owing to the conflict of 
pre!'yp'usly^Jb|5oked^a4ve^ con- 
tmcte. ' 

Aa with the Scrlppis -Howard 
newspaper syndicate, which en- 
dowed the Tex Rlckard flffht pro- 
motions, the chain broadcasters 
want some public-spirited enter- 
prise to endow the convention pro- 
copdings for Institutional publicity 
valne. 

It Is figured this will be worth 
$20,000 a day to some manufacturer, 
considering the concentrated Inter- 
est the conventions wffl command. 



"Air" to Advertisers

"space" to "Trib" advertisers chief- 
ly, utilizing the printer's ink and 
ether tie-up via '-Tribune'' for Joint 
advertising.

The Jewish statisticians figure 
"New -York*!^ the :f ourth largest city 
in the Hnited States, They arrfve 
at this In this wise: Since Greater 
New York has a 6,000,000 popula- 
tion, of which 2,000,000 are Jews 
and. of which 1^ least 600,000 are 
Yiddish In their leanings, numeri- 
cally alone tho Jewish population of 
New York rates fourth to New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia. 
After that comes Detroit and 
Boston. 

Printing tn English 
Considering this stupendous pop- 
ulation, the Yiddish press is con- 
siderably concerned by thei weaning 
away of Its constituents to Broad- 
way. With restricted immigration 
legislation what tt .Isj and the 
Americanization process educating 
the new and the older generations 
to improved theatrical tastes, the 
Jewish press is also conscious that 
its own existence is menaced. If 
the immigration Influx is halted for 
andlH6?Tl6 or-20 years. It will niean 
the .ultimate publication of the 
Yiddish press in English. .. 

But more acutely right now, the 
theatre. Is suffering. The blame is 
placed on the impresarios who, 
through lack of vision or refusal to 
progress, coupled with the strin- 
gent union Kgulatlons, are throt- 
tling the Yiddish rtage.

Now the same places^ trying to siibr 
slst upon the patronage of EYench 
merrymakers, find the going des- 
perately tough. The absence ;. of 
Yankees at . the public drinking 
places spells starvation. Last year 
the ni^ht places were going full tilt 
with profitable gatherings of trip- 
pers from over the sett. *Now they 
attract mere handf uls of econonilcal 
tipplers. 

For the first time in the royal box 
career of Joe Zelll, Montniartre's 
spectacular gold go-getteir, the whole 



hill district Is swathed in sombre- 
daricne'ss, . 

Many of the famous places have 
closed . their doors permanently, 
while a few make futile gestures of 
gaiety while they await despoiid» 
ently for the return of the Yanks. 
' The boys from the States have" 
transferred their Affections to the 
Latin Quarter; The bohemian at- 
mosphere of the studios, some. of it 
phoney and some of it real, together 
with cheaper prices for everything, 
is a lure to Americano visi tors. Th«r 
carefree models also . attract Uncle 
Sam'is nephews. 

All of which brings to mind that ai 
number of native American players 
are doing extremely well on this 
side.

One of the most famous actresses 
in the world .a generation ago was 
Mary Anderson. It seems curious 
now that she not only lives in re- 
tirement but in seclusion, she should 
settle in an English town called 
Broadway. . > 

Born in Sacramento, Cal., in 1869, 
she was educated in a convent in 
Louisyille. -It was at Macauley's 
theatre, Louisville, Miss Anderson 
made her stage debut In 1876, as 
Juliet. She appeared in various 
parts of : tho country In several 
classics before reaching the 6th 
Avenue theatre. New York, in 1877," 
at once creating a sensation by her 
beauty and talent. In 1883 she 
reaped new laurels in London, after 
that divrMilg. her time, between the 
two countries, until her retirement 
in 1889. 

The next year she married a 
wealthy society man, Antonio de 
Navarro, formerly of New Yorki 
son of the late Jose de Navarro, 
Spanish, consul general in New 
York, a millionaire, who built the 
Spanish Flats on 59th street, over- 
looking Central Park. Erected in 
the early 80s, this property was sold 
in 1920 for |7;000.00.0 cash, with the 
New York Athletic Club now put- 
ting up a clubhouse on the 7th ave- 
nue comer. .

Benefit Gravy 
.tte "benefit" systems in .the 
Yiddish show business has been the 
gravy for many many years. Tickets 
are sOld to benevolent and social 
organizations intent on raising some 
funds through a theatre party at 
20 cents on the dollar. In other 
words, 1100 worth of tickets are 
vended for $20 In bulk to the so- 
ciety making tnd purchase. They, 
in turn, sell them at a higher price 
but still considerably under the 
printed fixed price,, thus giving the 
purchaser the idea of a bkrgaln 
rate. Unlike the 60 per cent Leblang 
idea or the two-for-ones, the Yid- 
dish theatre goes it several better 
and it's flve-for-one. 
^^What-^appened. . with^Jheag: jjener 
fits has been that the most banal 
and inferior plays and players were 
foisted on the patrons on benefit 
nights. Where this might have 
been an opportunity to educate the 
cut-rate theatre patron into the 
Yiddish theatre-going habit the 
Yiddish showmen dldii't visualize 
the. potentialities of such, oppor- 
tunity by offering halfway decent 
shows on such occasions. Thus did 
the Yiddish theatrg dli^ntegrate.

ACTS OR ARTISTS BY ENGLBH 



Unfortunate Chain of Circumstances Behind Fiasco 
of Opening at Coliseum Last Week by Keller Sis- 
ters and Lynch— Opened Show Remainder of Wk 



London, March 13. 
Thtre is no antipathy held in this 
country by its theatre-going pub- 
lic or professional societies against 
American acts or artists. This in 
.refutation of caibled reports to- New 
York dailies concerning the flasco 
encountered through an unfortunate 
chaiii of circumstances by Keller 
Sisters and Lynch, upon their initial 
appearance last week at the Coli- 
seum, London's leading vaudeville 
boiise. 

The 3 -act reported at the Coli- 
seum Tuesday, allowable under 
thei^ contract, after the Stoll man- 
agement . had . expressed itself 
agreeable if they quit, with deputies 
announced. Upon reporting, . the 
turn was assigned to opening the 
Bhow, after having been placed liext 
to closing on a long bill at the Mon- 
day performances. : 

Remaining for the rest of the 
week in the opening spot, the. Kel- 
ler-Lynch group were credited by 
the dallies and also each audience 
for their courage and persistence 
under the conditions. 

Badly Handicapped 

Besides ah unfortunate selection 
of songs for the first performance, 
the . act was badly handicapped 
through being obliged to follow 
Brahshy Williams in a new act that 
milked the house. Another point 
against them at the late hour was. 
their slow tempo, and still another 
was that their names had been 
changed in the lights, placed above 
a Russian dancing act. The Col Is 
the. Mecca of the Russian dance 
fans in town. They resent anything 
p,ffectlng their favorites. The bugs 
come to the theatre only at the 
minute ; of their fav dancers artd 
leave Immediately after. 

The disorder Monday was pre- 
cipitated by a Keller-Lynch song, 
"You Don't Like It— Not Much." It 
brought an emphatic "No" frona a 
bored galleryite. Then followed 
"Souvenirs" And other songs too 
slowly retailed, with the audience 
fast'tirlng. 

For the current week the Kellers 
and Lynch jazzed up their routine, 
putting in plenty of action and in- 
terpolating a "black bottom" dance. 
In fifth position they are doing nice- 
ly, but still not ah act of great spe- 
cial strength on applause returns. 
The Coliseum management declared 
to Variety it had done everything to 
help the turn, alloting mlddle-of- 
bill. spot and restoring name to the 
lights, But the featuring has not 
changed the mild audience reaction; 

Keane and Whitney, on the same 
bill. In "The Gossipy Sex," scored 
emphatically, despite tendency to 
underact at matinee; This was rem- 
edied at the night show and returns 
were, greater. 

Paige and Jewett; mixed team of 
American bicyclists, opened the 
show, making a favorable Impres- 
sion.

to defend thielr authority before the 
Supreme Court,, the whole- Institu- 
tion of censorship being oh tridl» 
Rulings of Tennessee boards have 
hitherto been' acceptieid as absolute.: 
The ca.se Involves the condemna- 
tion by the Memphis board of cer- 
tain passages in "King of Kings," 
.900 feet showlng-.the scourging and 
crucifixion being ordered put of the 
DeMiUe picture. By directidn of 
John C, Flinn, manager of the pic- 
ture for Pathe, the board's ruling 
was Ignored and the film wias ex- 
hibited In full under protection of 
a temporary stop order. 

Manager Vincent Carline of the 
l.yrlc was arrested promptly, and 
when hearing on an application for 
an injunction came up In Chancery 
Court it was ruled that the stop 
order procedure was In error, the 
producer's remedy being a writ of 
certiorari calling for a review of 
the whole matter by the Circuit 
Court. 

Such an order being, obtained, 
Manager Ciarllne was automatically' 
released from his bail and further 
Interference by police or censor, 
with the picture was prevented 
pending the appeal. 

In • announcing his judgment; 
Judge Plttnian said: . 

"It would seem to be phenomenal 
If this higher court can review the 
merits of a decision from any other' 
board or commission and yet caih- 
not review a judgment of the board 
of censors, It Is, a question of law 
that I hope you will carry to the 
Supreime Court. It should be 
settled; especially since the censor 
boards have become so fashionable^ 
Test of Censors' Judgment 

"According to legislative statute, 
the censors can ask themselves. If a 
production Is In any way lewd. Im- 
moral, lascivious or inimical to the 
public, welfare, health or. 8a,fety. 
These gentlemen (opponents of- cen- 
sors' findings against 'Kings') claim 
the picture Is just opposite from 
all these things. The court has a 
right to test whether the judgment 
of the board Is erroenous." 

The picture people offered in op- 
position to the . censor.y action the 
testimony of five local ministers 
and the views of William H. Adler, 
critic for the "Commercial Appeal," 
all of whom had highly pvai-^ed th«J 
picture.

but. Which- occupied much of the 
committee's attention during the 
hearings. Senator Brookhart states . 
he. wlU aim to change the entire 
set: up on these, boards, to "make 
them coincide with federal and state • 
laws," 

Hi^ amendment will go even fur- 
ther: it will expressly make, the 
present method of handling arbitra- 
tion illegal, Department of Justice 
ruling notwithstanding. 

The senator looks upon these 
boards as a greater evil than block 
booking as far as the independent, 
exhibitor Is concerned. "Testimony 
clearly disclosed," said Senator 
Brookhart, "that exhibitors are 
afraid to carry their cases Into the 
courts tor fear of losing their film 
supply." 

Further, in this same connection, 
Mr. Brookhart sees these boards, as 
controlled by the Hays organization, 
as concrete evidence of an unlawful 
combination within the Industry. 
"The fact that Charles C. Petti John, 
general counsel for the Ilays ofllcek'* . 
aald Mr. Brookhart,, "appeared for

Handling of .fan mail under the 
Btipervision- of producers, has de- 
veloped into a:n important phase of 
Btudio operation. 

The object of installing fan mail 
departments in the large studios 
oh the coast is ,to obtain a more 
authentic and intelligent check on 
the publics reaction to the: organi- 
sation's product and popularity bf 
theli- players. 

Before centralizing this work, 
toroducers allowed each contract 
player a stipulated amount for a 
secretary or secretaries, depending 
upon the voluhie of mail received, 
with additional cost of photographs 
and mailing charges. This was 
ro\jnd, wliere i large number of 
players were on contract to involve 
considerable more ©xpcnaii than it 
now costs to operate a dejpartmcht, 
©quipped to function under one 

head. . 

The new system enables the pro- 
ducer to give a-more complete serv- 
ice and personal attention to all 

• letters received. At the same time 
Invaluable data is obtained to show 
just how certain players are hold- 
ing UP in popularity arid when they 
are a safe bet fo.r renewal of. con- 
tracts. 

: As this comparatively new de- 
i>artment, of studio dperallbn de- 
veloped, many advantages in the 
way of exploitisition asserted them- 
selves. The cost ca,n not justly be 
charged to overhead but more ap- 
liropriately to sales and adyertlslhg. 
Player* by Vote 

it was through this department 
that one of the larger organizations 
. secured the names and addresses of 
100,000 picture fans at the begin- 
ning of ivn advanced exploitation 
campaign, for one of its forthcom- 
ing specials. They canvassed this 
list by submitting a group of names 
for the fan to vote their selection 
as to who would piay the featured 
role. The returns on this campaign 
resulted in 73,000 replies votlijg for 
the same girl. It established a good 
sized audience for the picture be- 
fore a crank was turned. 

Cost of operiatlng and maintain- 
ing a fan mall department based 
on the handling of 80,000 letters per 
months as claimed by one of the 
large producers, amounts to $56,320 
per year. With a total of 960,000 
lettei-s passing through the depart- 
ment for the same period, it costs 
the- company $.068 to handle each 
letter received. 

Besides analyzing the value of the 
fan mail department in dollars and 

• cents, the greatest value which no 
<»ie can wholly estimate Is that de- 
rived from the service rendered the 
fan who has taken the time and 
effort to express a sentiment. The 
producer realizes his responsibility. 
When a direct appeal Is made to 
him through the fornri of a personal 
letter, It opens an avenue for per- 
sonal contact that could not be ob-

FRENCH FILM TAX 
AND PENALTY BILL 



Taxes Set for Examination 
Also — Radioals Attack 
'Propaganda" Move 



Paris, March i,3. 

The ministry's bill imposing: a tax 
upon imported films.. and providing 
for penalties for theatres exhibiting 
pictures unlicensed by. the new com- 
mission, was passed by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. It Is anticipated 
that the Senate also will give the 
measure a substantial majority and 
it will be enacted into law. 

The legislation has arou.sed a 
storm of opposition particularly 
from the radical side. Opponents 
of the government make loud out- 
cry that Herrlot is trylng„to. tie up 
the. nation's screen for purposes of 
propaganda in his own political in- 
terests and that of his party. 
.- They say he is seeking to control 
ithe whole industry in otder to 
"guide" public opinion "and there- 
by influence his own political for- 
tunes. Herrlot replies that the 
legislation Is merely designed to in- 
crease the nation's revenues,' and 
protect an Industry in desperate 
need of encouragement. 

The new bill refers to the recent 
fllni decree creating a commission 
to . handle foreign productions,. It 
puts a. tax of 15 centimes per meter 
on the examination of such produc- 
tions In addition to the other 
charges already fixed. The bill also 
provides that the penalty for show- 
ing unlicensed pictures ; shall be 
punishable by fines from iOO to 5,- 
000 francs and theatres may be or- 
dered clo'sed from fortnight to three 
months.

Trade in. one of the western j 
states,, tends to show there are over ! 
6,000 townships or niunlcipalltles in ' 
the United States where the resI-» ; 
dents have never yet seen pictures i 
on their own screens. 

Figures for^ the state referred .t» ' 
showed that 90 towns in the t^- • 
ritory had not been served film,- 
with easily another 60 towns not- 
checked. The fierures indicated how 
far away saturation point in film . 
rentals stin is. ' 

The combined output of all th« 
producers yield around $200,000,000 
in rentals in the U. S. at present. 

It is . not expected th.at the so f ar ' 
unopened territory can be cultivated 
immediately, but executives in somio 
of the producer-distributor offices 
are, keeping watch for natural de- 
velopment. Groiwth along realty, 
aind industrial lines will be lmme> . 
diately followed up with the Intror . 
duction of pictures. 

This field, for the next few years, 
is mainly of interest to the smaller 
and independent producers able to 
serve film at rock bottom prices 
since pictures, if sold, will have only ' 
town halls or school house screens 
as an outlet and correspondingly 
small returns.

Through requests from theatre cir- 
cuit operators : and distributors, large 
and smalli for a special bulk sub- 
ficriptibn rate for "Variety/' a rate of 
$8 for one year» or $12.50 each sub- 
scription, tor two years, has been 
fixed. Foreign, $1 extra each year. 
"Variety's" regular subscription rate 
is $10 annually. 

These special rates are now an- 
nounced for circuit owners and dis- 
tributors where a subscription for 
"Variety" may be ordered for two or 
more theatres or exchanges of their 
own chain or organization. 

"Variety" , has several bulk sub- 
scription orders. Its largest circuit 
subscriber is the Saenger Circuit for 
70 theatres and its largest order from 
a distributor with executives is Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer with 65, Pathe with 
39 and United Atrists for 38. Its 
largest bulk siibscription order from a 
producer is Paramount, for 29 ex- 
ecutives.

Each manager is 
kept up-to-date for the show business, 
since "Variety" covers all of the show 
business. A trade paper enveloping 
each week all of the show business in 



this country and much of the show 
business all over the world, if the 
trade paper is reliable and thorough, 
becomes a medium of news, knowl- 
edge and expression every week that 
could not be duplicated to the least 
degree by any press* department or 
any inter-office system of accumulat- 
ing or procuring inforrnation to the 
same extent. 

As "yariety" does not presume to 
Offer advice to the showman on how 
to conduct his business, it leaves this 
paper as, at reporter only. As a re- 
porter it may report the fact of a 
hoUse manager or publicity depart- 
ment here or there hitting upon a 
business maker or publicity getting 
idea. That is reported, with the read- 
ers of "Variety" left to their own con- 
clusion as to its value for their ter- 
ritory. 

Additionally "Variety" carries re- 
views weekly of all new productions, 
screen and stage, which may be of 
greater or lesser value, according to 
their reliability as ascertained by the 
showmen who read them". This paper 
has other standing weekly features 
that showmen have said are Informi^^ 
tive and interesting to them in a busi- 
ness way. * 

As "Variety" was the first paper to 
ever print a criticism on a motion pic- 
ture, so "Variety" today is the first 
and only paper to print international 
reviews, on pictures and shows, made 
or produced abroad. 

The biggest showman of tomorrow 
may be in the smallest theatre today. 
The show business holds no limit for 
ability or talent. That big man in a 
small house will make himself known 
in the small house before migrating 
and his ideas will be worth while. 



"Variety" will probably report them 
and others, whether in the nature of 
baUyhoos or business getters, or in 
execution. 

All and other reasons along this 
line go toward influencing the more 
modem theatre operator or distribu- 
tor for all of his people to be kept in- 
formed. The day of the exchange 
man hiding "Variety" in a drawer, 
saying "it's too wise a paper and I 
don't want exhibitors coming in to 
read it" has passed. That very thing 
hurt "Variety" immeasurably in years 
gone b3t but there is no . longer any 
: reason for that sort of action or 
thought in the show business. 

It may be said in this connection 
that all of the trade papers, American 
or foreign, of the show business of all 
time, individually or collectively, 
never had the quality and class of 
"Variety's" present foreign subscrip- 
tion list. It takes in nearly every na- 
tion in the world, going to the princi- 
pal showmen or exchanges of those 
countries,, and in the large majority 
of course it's presumable that "Va- 
riety" . must . be. translated. (Many 
say it should be translated at home 
also.) 

The special rates for "Variety" of 
$8 yearly and $12.50 for two years, 
for two or more theatres or exchanges, 
of one direction is without date of 
expiration. It can be stated to-inform 
those yvho hav» doubt that "Variety** 
by mail on a subscription now reaches 
the subscriber at. his office or home 
before it appears upon the local news- 
stands, excepting in New York, Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
In the cities named a special distribu- 
tion of "Variety" is made weekly; on 
the coast that distribution is made on 
Sundays.

Attorneys for Callan and asso- 
ciates have filed iai. motion for a new 
trial on the grounds that the Balti- 
more city .criminal court . had no 
jurisdiction in the matter under 
code of public general laws which 
provides that "every person trans- 
gressing this section (stated), and 
being thereof convicted before a 
justice of thel pea.ce" ahd . because 
the- stated section and article under. 
Code of General Laws of Maryland 
are applicable only to. counties of 
the state and" not to Baltimore 
City"; also because the Judge pre- 
siding at the trial refused to per- 
mit. Frederiok R. Huber to testify 
as an expert on what is an opera 
house. 

The trial and conviction resulted 
frorh an attenipt to open the Hart- 
ford, nelg-hborhood picture theatre, 
Sunday, Feb. 6. Callan and asso- 
ciates were also charged with open- 
ing an '.'opera house" . on Sunday. 
Callan and one associate were also 
charged with selling merchandise 
on Sunday. The "merchandise" 
consisted of programs, sold in lieu 
of tickets. 

The conviction of Callan and as- 
soCiiates throws the whole question 
of Sunday amusement into the air. 
Whether it will result In a demand 
for strict observance : of the letter 
of the law, -which would mean the 
stopping of Sunday .professional 
baseball now operating w:ith the 
program racket, remains to be seen 
The matter of Municipal sym- 
phony concerts Is also likely to be 
come involved.

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Bomantlc underworld picture us 
fng the "Raffles" formula of gallant 
and polite but daring crook (played 
by Edmund Lowe) thrown Into a 
romantic adventure with beautiful 
heroine (Mary Astor). Combina- 
tion couldn't miss with the gener- 
ality of fans. It's a sure-fire Fox 
programmer; good anywhere and, a 
certain draw If well exploited. And, 
ff properly handled, probably a hold- 
over. . , , 

This version has several angles 
to vary the istereotyped crook 
itory. Heroine , Instead of turn- 
ing out to be a detective Is a 
rlrl seieklhg. to recover bonds for 
the theft of which her lover, bank 
official, is in prison. Another dif^ 
ference is that the polished crook 
works With a gang of tough 
gorillas, and In the end has to sac- 
rifice his life to thelr .hate to save 
the girl. Both points heighten and 
sharpen the' sentimental appeal. 

Much of the action takes place In 
a night club used as a rendezvous 
by the "mob" and this phase of the 
story Is basis for some excellent 
nnderworld melodrama, such as dls 
covery of a dtobl pigeon and "tak 
Ing him for a ride"; cool verbal' 
fencing . with police officials who 
crash In with threats of arrests. 
■The grim atmosphere of desperate 
criminals Is nicely established, even 
to a certain ominous humor that 
tuns through the sequences. Such 
Is the passage where the gunmen 
bump off this stool pigeon, and then 
appear In elaborate niourning garb 
at his impressive funeral, with the 
baffled detectives watching them. 

Whole story Is told against back 
ground of elegance.

Much of the action is' rather un- 
convincing,, plausibility being de- 
liberately sicrificed to dramatic ef- 
fect You just have to accept the 
fact that heroine goes willingly to 
riamain over night in the master 
crook's apartment, and gets away 
with It by coyly locking her bed- 
room door and leaving him to sleep 
on the living,room couch, which, it 
is made plain, was far from his 
intent. . 

Such discrepancies are rather lost 
sight of in the pure melodraina of 
such things as the carrying but of 
an elaborate plot to hold up and 
rob a fashion?ibl€! f iirrierie shop, 
carried out In a Jaunty spirit of 
sang froid, until thie scheme goes 
wrong. The crook's crimes are al- 
ways graceful and unhurried, sym- 
phonies of ■ social grace which lend 
them a disarming attractiveness. 

Even, at the end when the hero 
gives himself up to the machine 
gun fire of the gangsters to save 
the girl (with w:hom he has fallen 
in love, of course) he does it In the 
same debonair fashion, and. drops 
dead before a propaganda billboard 
reading "You Can't Win," an im- 
peccable figure In faultless evening 
dress, hence the title "Dressed to. 
Kill." It's that "You Can't Win" 
of this police vs. crooks that gives 
the film a high moral percentage. 

In its elements the whole busi- 
ness Is an impossible bit of fic- 
tion, but so shrewdly has It been 
filmed, so cleverly the story woven 
into character, humor and thrilling 
Incident, that it tricks one into 
eagerly accepting it. 

For ethical reasons the hero has 
to be killed at the end, and this 
does leave rather si sombre finish, 
but that Is relieved by a well con- 
trived comedy tag sequence, show- 
ing the rounding up of the tough 
gangsters by the police and the 
humiliation of one of the charac- 
ters, a pompous gunman who looks 
like a society leader and talks like 
a thug, character played with nice 
sense of comedy by Ben Bard. In- 
deed the type bits are all well 
played. . v 

Of the two principals, the best 
that may be said is that they never 
obviously over played, in itself no 
smair achievement for a story of 
this sort. Mr. Lowe indelibly stamps 
himself here, while Miss Astor can 
bless the caster who placed her in 
this one. 

Strong credits go other than to 
this unusual cast; to Irving Cum- 
mings aa director, splendid, and 
to Howard Estabrook's smooth 
scenario and continuity that's 
made really remairkable. here In 
what It tells and how it tells 
It to come out In a. picture, 
and Malcolm Stuart Boylan's cap- 
tions. Mr. Boylan's captions are 
an example of good judgment In a 
crook film meller. He employed 
just enough of the underworld 
jargon to get laughs, and plenty of 
the speeches he places In the 
mouths of the slimy , characters get 
other laughs. 

In this film are sonle actual 
underworld characters, known from 
coast to coast amongst their kind. 
Among them is Joe Brown, who has 
operated enough joints In • New 
York in other days to make him 
composed in this, to him. familiar 
picture and he Is. It's surprising 
how some of the otherwise "extras" 
brought in for types become actors 
here because they are playing 
themselves. Even Lowe's" sleek 
crook Is modeled after a recogniz- 
able Broadwayite. 

There will be many who will see 
this picture more than once. It's 
of general appeal, but particularly 
so to men and the young people.

Although If a. picture theatre has 
proven Its clientele likes the somber 
or gruesome, 1,000 per cent, more 
thaji the worst of the Lon Chaneys 
In that respect, then "Ivan*' can 
take Its try there. 

Plehty of whiskers, of course, and 
they fit in.

That was a point calling for somo 
information on authenticity, since 
KiUita 300 yc.ars.ago .was trying to 
do a Lindborsh without having tjien 
hoard of Lindy, Another bit was a

\vdi-\z after the wheel stopped, fol- 
lowing its inventor going, blind. 
That is what set Nlklta in right 
with the Czarina, but It cost theni 
both their liveis before the finish. 

As the Czar became finally wise 
that the Czarina was a double- 
crosscr, he killed her himself, by . 
choking his wife, the only good deed 
of the picture and the Single time 
the Czar in person committed mur- 
der or torture— if you except the 
moment he threw a bowl of Scalding 
soup into the fac^ of his Clo\yn.

Ah Interesting, freaky and slight- 
ly morbid arty picture, creating 
talk among . (and be hailed as 
epochal by) the art theatre groups, 
but in now way a picture with gen- 
ei-ai commercial pbsslblllties.; Pror 
ductlon is said to have been made 
in eight days at a cost of $13,000. 
If that Is true, it shows no Indica- 
tion of having been pinched for 
money, the technical production and 
the settings measuring up to good 
studio standards. Acting also Is 
dignified and adeopiat* by all trade 
standards. - 
A projgrani not© makes a great 
ballyhoo of the fact that the film 
Is the creation of one person. Dr. 
Pejos, who was "left entirely un- 
hampered by supervision In. carry- 
ing Out his Ideas." Program con- 
tinues; "The film thus represents 
that rare thing In motion picture 
production — the creative effort of 
one man working along experi- 
mental llneia.'* . 

The film does Introduce* a novel 
technique. Instead of following the 
sc;reen formula of dramatizing, a 
thenie In orderly sequences, leading 
up to a climax and concentrating 
dramatic attention upon one per- 
sonal or story element. It goes on the 
basis that a human life— any hu- 
man life— has a large content of 
drama. That being the case, a brief 
prolog crystallizes a whole life 
time by the device, of picturing the 
operation of a man's mind as he. Is

From that point the film picks up 
the same life at babyhood and 
carries It through to death, briefly 
touching upon Its salient Incidents, 
all leading to the culminating cir- 
cumstances that brought the sub- 



qect to the still millpond on suicldo 
bent. Having thu.s pictured tlie 
successive steiKs that made him a 
Hulclde, the prolog. Which had epi- 
tomized the life in a series of fan- 
tastic flaslics, is repeated exactly as 
at the beginninp. The Hashing 
summary of a lifotime lirst shown 
is mere meaningless phantasma, 
but when it is repeated, it does take 
oh some sighilicant-e, and tlio 
whole business, altliough merely a 
theatrical devico, has a kick, even 
iC the subject .matter and ihode of 
telling Is morbid. 

The grip of the story lies in tlio 
development of the unrelated inci- 
dents that make up the man's life, 
Dr. Fejds, one suspects, is a.studeni 
of the Freudlpn Idea, and he uses it 
as a scientist would. That is, ho 
looks for the common experiehco 
and tries to present them uncoloved 
by conventions ol: lietion. 

The picture has plenty of ro- 
mance, but it Is. utterly uncolorcd 
by poetry— always somebody else's 
romance under clinical Inspection 
rather than romance emotionalized 
.Cor-the benefit of .the .audience; Al- 
ways the story is a cold, unmoved 
recital of the more important things 
that happened to make up a human 
existence, as an Impersonal his- 
torian might record the life story 
of Hamlet, seeking to point out the 
exact' influences and. experiences 
that culminated in. his final mad- 
ness. ■ ,•. 

Lighting and photography at 
times are at fault. The picture, has 
not that clarity of vision that the 
commercial productions have but 
this may be due to an effort to get 
art effects in misty composition^; 
and the mere suggestion of detail. 
Acting is remarkably well ba.\a.npqa 
for an effort of this kind. . ^ 

It's a- picture for the Greenwich 
Village faddists to chew over. But 
It Is strictly limited to that sort o£ 
appeal' and Interesting because of 
perhaps pointing the way for some- 
thing in the way of screening real- 
istic narrative. This much it .does 
—It demonstrates that stern realism 
can be made absorbing on the 
screen. Rush.

It has practically thie same appeal 
as detailed newspaper accounts of 
an execution; an ajppeal to morbidity 
and Inverted Badlsni which it Is 
(Burely not the function of the pic- 
ture theatre to gratify. 

Herbert Wilcox has been exceed- 
,lngly clever In focussing the atten- 
tion of the world on himself through 
the banning of the film here, Equally 
Clever, if It is admitted anything is 
Justified that draws the mob, was 
•his selection of the Cavell incident 
as an excuse for giving what almost 
amounts to a public execution ; . . 
a form of . horrific sensation which 
every civilized country has long 
since abandoned. 

One feels it would not have been 
impossible for T. P. O'Connor to 
have refused to pass the picture on 
this ground, and that it is a pity the 
authOTlties were ' njanoeuvered- into 
making it a political issue. . The 
German objection has aroused tlie 
very feeling it sroirght to prevent: a, 
storm of • anti-German . Bentiment 
based oh. emotion but. not on evi- 
dence or fact. 

How far it ia within the province 
of the reviewer to approach these 
matters may be open to argument. 
But questions of morals are not con- 
fined to affairs of sex. A general 
conclusion can hardly be avoided 
that'politically before its release and 
emotionally after. its release (if that 
ever taltes place) It - is morally 
harmful.

The deal also Includes purchase of one of the present independent 
laboiratories now operating on the coast, and 'acquisition of a small in» 
dependent . distributing company. These would serve ais protection to 
the finance company, as it would give It control of the picture negative 
at all times, a.nd would also provide an. outlet of pictures financed that 
might have to be taken over for release toi protect loans made. Th» 
proposition Is being framed by the present owner of the laboratory, a 
comparative newcomer to pictures, who has important financial connect 
tlbhs.

From accounts the speed of the 
devolution in big time vaudeville 
and the swiftness with which that 
branch has been reduced nearly to 
a zero la said at last to have brought 
consternation to somi© of the former 
big time heads. For a long while 
decrying the picture house inroads 
Its competition or "opposition," and 
refusing to acknowledge Its sub- 
Btantlality or longevity, or that plc- 
•ture house entertainment is a staple 
fcimusement, the big time appeared 
to bump along, staggering often, 
but always looking around for a 
laugh like a comedy acrobat.

Laughs have been few and far 
between. Report now says that the 
actute condition foreseen by every- 
one but the big time leaders have 
led to an intricate booking propo- 
eltion for the two remaining big 
timers.

Actors are riot regponding to the 
sal 63 approach of agents attempting 
to kid them Into accepting salaVy 
cuts, . 

One prominent vaude agent, 
gpends most of his time trying to 
belittle those 40 weeks for Puhlbc 
He burns if an . act mentions picture 
houses. 

Agents feci the sharp edge of the 
actors' new attitude of indifference 
- towards . Keith - Albee - Ox-pheum- 
Bookers get\ the reaction second 
handed. 

Acts are beginning to ask their 
. agents and agents, are asking them- 
selves, where they cbmc in or get off 
with K-A-O. 

Acts are inquiring what an agent 
can do for them with K-A-Q's arbi 
ti*ary price-fixing. In view of the 
recent anhouncernent of cheapened 
bills for next season, agents are 
. half inclined to agree with their acts.

A live wire producer^agent whip 
returned to. the booking floor after 
an absence of three years, was flab- 
bergasted when told ''the line forms 
on the left." K-A-O haa segregated 
agents and bookers. No more talk 
h\B it. over to find out what's wrong, 
or even what's wanted. Lilne forms 
on the left and keeps moving. 

"How about Blotz and Blotz," 
Bays the agent. 

"Can't use them," snaps booker 

"But--—" the: agent begins. He 
gets a shove from behind. Line 
must keep moving. No arguments. 

■Efliclency stuff. 

Bad but Cheap 

If tlie office wa;rits the act the 
booker explains how much they'll 
pay. Good acts are passed up if th* 
salary is high. Not-so-good acts are 
often accepted because salary la 
cheap. 

For tlie actors there are plenty of 
other 'Circuits. But the agents have 
to take it on the chin and life it.

Annabellc^ La 
Morris, attractive brunet . Ingenue 
with capability, rounds but the fem 
principals. . ' 

Harry Seyori, doing character 
comfedy ttrork; opposite Reed In sev 
eral of the comedy scenes and proves 
-an— excellent— folI> — Tp.dd y Wltzp all 
handles straight assignment ade 
quately, while BHly McCarthy more 
than : fills the bill as a personable 
dancing juvenile. 

The show Is routine In a combina- 
tion muislcal and revue formula with 
the comedy bits Interspersing the 
song numbers and all blended per 
fectly for this type of show. 

The : mainstays of the comedy di- 
vision are "The Leader," enlisting 
Reed, Miss Rice and Seypn, which 
Is workied up for yells In opening 
stanza, and.

Method of presentation l£< identical- 
inmost houses;. Marx Brothers do 
hot possess an inexhaustible supply 
of ideas for the novel and new but. 
they do manage for an outstanding 
presentation, bill quite frequently. 
: Lavish and decidedly different 
scenic effects .make a dent in the. 
bankroll but the brothers, ax'e find- 
ing it worth while. They have also 
-ttchleved-ft-piep utatlo^n— foiL. spefldlngL 
money oh talent, although this par- 
ticular bill is not as strong in that 
respect In the altogether, though, 
Benny Meroff's stage, spectacle, at 
the Granada is highly satisfying, 
and what the bill lacks in outstand- 
ing talent it more, than makes up 
for In presentation method. 

Merofli turns movie actor In a 
film prolog to the stage show, 
which, shows Benny leaving the 
theatre for his midnight lunch.

and wields the baton. Rose Mary 
Ryda was a big noise with her 
twirling, and after a prolonged 
whirl her eciuijibrium, poise and ex- 
pression were perfect. ■ 

Russell and DeWlse Sisters, 
scrawny comic male and two girl.s, 
did some acrobatic stuff thrt ,Tot 
over because one of girls 
handles some difficult work.

Granada's ballet is competent but 
one doesn't .see enough of it. It 
follows in after the acrobatic trio 
on an elevated platform back of the 
orche.stra. doing a folk dance while 
a heavy tenor, Oscar Woodland, in 
warrior's garb, sings a bit from 
VRIgoletto," Meroff's orchestra ac- 
compariies nicely, and gives rise to 
the thought that^ some of the oper- 
atic stuff might be more frequently 
embodied in presentations. At this 
time a word of praise for Meroff's 
first cornetist, whoever he is.

CAPITOL 

(DETROIT) 

' Detroit, March 7. 

Grantlnff thiB performance caught 
was the first workout of a new bill, 
even the most liberal could .not 
a,d judge the . Capitol's current 
presentation, as any better than 
fair. It's one of those off weeks at 
the house, but it arrives in the 
midst of the Lenten slump when 
good bills are needed. The count 
up depends on the drawing ability 
of the feature film, "Red Hair" 
(Par). 

. By. now, the stage show Is lio 
doubt changed around, yet it needs 
more than the lone strong tui'n it 
now possesses to send it across. By 
now the m. c.'s sob ballad is prob- 
ably out, and if not .it should be, 
and the punch act . is probably on 
later than .the middle of the bill. 

An interesting and educating pas- 
time to sit. through, the first and 
second performances In a presenta- 
tion theatre! and note, the differ- 
ence, if the show is enjoyable 
enough to make it a pastime. Un- 
like a vau deville bill, the stage 
band efforts are lengthy "prodiic^ 
tions with specialties timed and 
routined to fit. And with only an 
hour or two to rehearse, the . dlfltl- 
cultles are numerous. This tends 
to make a' dress rehearsal of the 
Initial show, and the unavoidablie 
errors resulting are as tough on the 
audience as on the: performers. ' A 
possible solution would be to run 
through a complete performance in 
the mpmirig, if the acts could be 
Induced, into playing it.. While the 
necessary audience reaction -would 
be . lost, the regular run would give 
th© show; proper a head start "as 
against the present arrangement. 

Fault with the Capitol at the 
present moment is the lack of an 
m. c. who can both please and draw. 
Theatre . has waged a persistent 
search for - such a character, for 
some time, but without ' success. 
Walter Bastlan, conducting the 
band, is not permitted to talk, 
though it Is not known to have been 
shown that he can't. . And, whether 
due to Bastian or his men, the 
combo is just another band, and not 
up with the best in town. 

This week's bill opens with the 
orchestra playing "Anvil Chorus," 
interrupted by the m. c. (Henry 
Pink this week) with the w. k. line 
about the public preferring jazz 
and not the classics. Whereupon 
jazz is in order, and the permanent 
house ballet of eight steps on it. 
Girls are nicely routined in a later 
specialty as well as the opener, and 
look good at all times. Fink fol- 
lo-vvs in solo, using an Irish comedy 
song. Latisr, his dialect work 
switches to Hebe, and in between 
he sandwiches a lyric about a kid, 
announced by Fink as his "greatest 
ballad." Too forward an Introduc- 
tiOri, and the number can't hold the 
send-In. Fink is a pretty fair en- 
tertainer in his way and works ais 
one with much experience, but he 
doesn't know picture houses. 

Munoff and Gifford are two girls, 
one garbed In exaggerated col- 
legiate outfit a^ a- boy. They sing 
harmony,, with their chief selling 
polrit that they can'beTieard lif the 
back of the house. Coscia arid 
Verdi, late of vaude, were the 
show's big item, but appeared too 
early to allow the balance of the 
bill to retain the effects of their 
presence.- In consequence, the show 
lost steam following the pair. This 
act has not changed a musical rou- 
tine that was standardized In vaude. 
They have slashed considerably, byt 
work in the old manner. 

Collins and Brown, two-man 
dance team, were spotted twice, 
first In an eccentric acrobatic num- 
ber and second in their version of 
"Varsity Drag," but amounting to 
about the. same as No. 1. They 
clicked. Two or three orchestral 
selections were of moderate value. 

Bad placement proved a severe 
handicap to .the overture by the 
Sam Benavle pit orchestra. Play- 
ing "Striadella," the symphony 
broke in Immediately after the 
finish of the feature picture, and 
the walk-buta caused an unfortu- 
nate din uhtU the last few bars.

"Voices of the Cathedral," and again 
in a remarkably pretty; birthday 
party scene done on the Roxy scale, 
which is old New York Hippodrome 
plus. 

These high lights of stage spec- 
tacle open and close a presentation 
interlude lasting an. even hour, the 
film featurtfTT>»«eaged to Kill," Pox) 
running an. exalct hour likewise the 
news reel being counted In the pre- 
sentation time. Feature subject is a 
fascinating thriller production of 
the romantic crook melodrama type. 

The elaborate stage show gives 
the entertainment real distinction 
impressive in Its pictorial beauty' 
striking in novelty and rather stag- 
gering in scale. . , 

A brief prolog Is spoken by a pg- 
ure mounted on a. pedestal arid robed 
as an ahci^nt friar. Harold Van 
Dusc(» appears out In front of the 
forward curtain to solo a ■ riumber 
"Laugh, Clown, Laugh," descriptive 
medley, programed as Its first pub- 
lic performance. 

The choir and ballet dressed in 
futuristic chufch garb appear on the 
stairways either side of the pros- 
cenium, bearing candles as at an 
Easter church, service. At tbe end 
of the prpcessionali the. choir occupy 
the mid-way balcony landings while 
the . candle, bearers have moved to 
the stage, which opens as a. church 
altar, the background a heavily col- 
oped-^stained glass effect wlth.tha 
altar figures posed Jn blue and silver 
robes. Ih the center Is .a Madonnai 
done in elaborate eccleslasticj^l dec- 
oration. 

The stage ensemblie moves through 
stately, groupings and processionals 
while the choir in the balconies, 
male voices -on one side and -women 
on the other, sing church music. The 
color scheme of silver and light blue 
ih the nun-Ilke costumes of the 
stage groupings lends itself to splen- 
did light effects, the whole spec- 
tacle being managed in dignified 
and reverend - manner arid taking 
fine Effect from -the stately musical 
setting. 

Soprano solo by Jeanne Mlgnolet, 
who appears in one of the balconies 
as the choir departs, fills in the in- 
terval for setting the stkge for a 
dance novelty, "La Boudoir Pom- 
padour," a Jack-in-the-box doll and 
a powder puff girl doing solo dances, 
with the Roxyettes, dancing girls, 
finishing with a brief routine. 

Showmanly treatment here of the 
"mirror dance" novelty of the Adalre 
Twins, Dressing table top and 
m.ake-believe mirror run across en.- 
tire back of sttige, and it is upon 
shelf formeid by the table top the 
.sisters do their maneuvers. The 
dance is. done straight as a "reflec- 
tion" of one of the girls, and the 
presence of a dancing double is con- 
cealed until the flnale, when the pair 
do a brief step and then reveal their 
duality, making for a flrst rate suf-- 
prise climax for the whole ballot 
number. 

Group of four singers give the- 
quartet from "Rigoletto" and make 
It a musical treat, followed by. a 
salutation from the uniformed 
ushers, marched brlsky before the 
footlights and as briskly marched 
away after a smart salute, trim as 
the Tiller girls' kicks. The "East 
Side West Side" silhouette dance 
number is revived for this show. . " 

News reel is slipped in here, start- 
ing with a special Insert having to 
do with the building of the Roxy 
theatre frbhi the moment Roxy him- 
self- pHcd a crow bar on the _old_car 
barn, to shots of the cro-wd at the 
premiere. Also some of the Impos- 
ing box office flgpres for the flrst 
year are cited in titles. Regular 
newsreel is mostly Fox and a largo 
part is Movietone. . There is also a 
sensational clip • from the Metro- 
Goldwyn service showing aeroplanes 
discharging torpedoes from the air.

If it was Intmded, through the 
medium of a 10-act bill, to gain and 
hold new trade, then the outlay is 
a failure In the ultimate because, 
though a fairly entertaining pro- 
gram,, the bill consists of nothing 
more than a double measure of the 
usual small time vaudeville.

Madison Square Gai"den was the 
Bcene last w<?elc pf many "gallery 
gods" getting ther works from spe- 
cial bouncers. In one case Detec- 
tive Johnny Brpderick and several 
members of his squad stand, ac- 
cused of savagely assaulting two 
men. The latter two are; under the 
cure of family .physicians. 

Bach year the six-day bike race 
is the scene of disorders in the gal- 
lery. This year ushers charged 5.0 
cents to place persons, it is alleged, 
• and then another .usher , would ap- 
pear to demand a fee.' '■ The patrons 
tired of salving ushers would 
object. 

It was not long, however, before 
the objector . would find himself out 
of his seat, hi^ eyes blacltened and 
receiving a "massage" , in the base- 
ment of the "Temple of Sports." 
Never a chance for fair play. At 
least; six bouncers punching and 
kicking the victim senseless. It is 
charged. 

Strange to relate, the assailants 
alw^ays managed to escape punish- 
ment. They are arrested, but when 
"arraigned in West ■ Side Court, 
through some cryptic power, they 
are freied. "Lack of evidence" Is the 
only judicial explanation.

A mysteri- 
ous whistle and a gang of special 
offlcers hustled Pergolizzl and his 
youthful nephew, to an aisle. 

Beaten and Robbed 

The Brooklyniteg .charge'd they 
were pummelled plenty. They looked 
It. Pergolizzl bad to be aijfsisted to 
court. The boy's left eye was 
closed and black. Pergolizzl told 
reporters that they were dragged to 
the . ba.semcnt and beaten and 
kicked plenty. During tlie beating

When reaching the street the 
couple collapsed.

They want the newsy items, gossip they call it; the personalities of the 
theaitre that they are aware. their readers only care for. Sd it's not likely 
that the dailies will pick up any than .-i news story of importance about 
the business side of the show trade unless It is thrust upon them; 



in the unwieldly inass of girls, boys, men, women, acts and turns in 
the variety field of todaLy, there will be an elimination. It will duly 
arrive; The picture stage show or the vaudfilm houise will weed but. 
They are weieding out now, The picturo house is undergoing a more 
rapid transitory perio'd in its knowledge, experience, wants and derhands, 
than vaudeville did. 



Those glorio'us old timers should be mentioned here were it not for 
the fear that to omit or overlook any would be an injustice. They are 
entitled, to gloryf living , or dead, for they blazed the way. Arid the 
parents or grand parents who were amused by them in their time are 
merely repeating through their children who no'w find amusement in -the 
same way, from the same type of show and from some of the descendants 
of those same old timers.

There should 
be no' talk of the fllrii . industry going under investigation: there, should 
be no tilts between exhibitors and distributors or producers, for the eana 
or eyes of the public. It must grate upon lay .readers who see the screen 
as a plice for lovers, herpes, heroines, or comedians; not for scrapping 
business men. 



Aa far as possible, and for. the good of the show business; it would ap- 
pear to be a better rule, if possible by any manner of wayis or riaearis, toi 
keep its internal affairs to Itself; out of the courts, out of legislative halls, 
if that may be done, and out of prlrit. For one leads to the other. 



if the picture industry l.s, fortunate in having Will Hays as its public 
relations contact, its welfare director and protector, which It Is, then 
the trade and Ml". Hays should appreciate that Hays is also a national 
figure, a mark or a target, politically perhap.s, or otherwise. That in It- 
self would centre attention upon the picture business Indirectly, when 
Wlll Hays is dragged or Involved in any question outside of pictures, but 
there could be no resultant harm to the box office from it. 



Yei for that very reason, arid probably more so through pictures hav- 
ing to stand for reformers .and politicians niaking it the goat for their 
personal publicity exploits, those of the film trade might try to con- 
trive to keep their business affairs at least wlthiln the trade. 



"I n8tead~Sf~iiylii^~tD~the "Federal Trade Commission, the Department of . 
Justice or Congress or state legislatures, or fighting in the courts or 
holding useless trade conferences under official auspices, wouldn't it be 
more beneficial if all of the picture business were to be represented In a 
general assembly, called on the level and conducted the same way, for 
the sole purpose of having, trade problems solved within and by the 
trade ? 



.Independent exhibitors will never believe' they could, get a break that 
way. The indies believe nothing. But some of the indies might better 
believe that if they gave the same attention to the theatres that they 
are giving to agitation, their business might show better results. While 
If the distributors and producers would .believe that they 'will be better 
off eventually, in their gross earnings and freedom from governrriental or 
Judicial interference or oppreission, if kieeplng out of the lime light, leav- 
ing the publicity for their actors, the entire muddled picture proposition 
at present might be worked out to everyone's advantage. 



Where there's a trade, such' as pictures, . that can afford to pay over 
1600,000 a year to maintain the Hays organization or where there are 
comparatively small groups of indie exhibitors who can and do agree 
to pay an Aaron Sapiro $100,000 a year as his fee, then there must be 
enough money also available In that industry to buy the best legal minds 
to act as an arbitration committee on each and every question that In- 
ternally arises.

It i^ proposed, too, to do. away 
with collusion between managers 
and agents.

The new regulations are , to have 
: .teeth in them, if a m3-nager is dis- 
: covered splitting with an agent he 
is to be declared unfair, and he 
would be denied the right to engage 
Equity members. Should an actor 
be discovered giving more than the 
prescribed rate to ah agent, he 
would be subject to suspension for 
a period up to two years, or even 
expulsion, . 

Equity is .still .awaiting official" 
reply to its letter of queries anent 
the limitations of American actors 
In England. Indications are that 
eimllar regulations will be sought 
applying to English actors appear- 
ing on this side. Awaiting the re- 
ply, Variety's cabled answers to the 
questions, printed reqently, are be- 
ing used as a guide for Equity's 
committee. 

Definite action on the English 
situation may be taken at the gen

Broadway's first night press lists 
vary with the .seasons. . D.esplte 
every eiffbrt is made to keep the 
total down, the most conservative 
total amounts to 40 pairs of, tickets, 
but some pr.bducers have a more 
elastic list. Some run as high, as 
60 pairs or 120 tickets. The av- 
erage first-night press list Is over 
50 pairs. 

The reason Is explainable from 
a publicity angle. Prei'3Trf5lrts-lre=- 
lievfe, that special or feature writers 
are more yalnaWe to an attraction 
after the opening than a critic or 
even dramatic editor; For that rea- 
son a number of feature newspaper 
people usually on the second night 
have been switched , to the first- 
night group wherever possible; 

The number of press tickets f or 
first and second- nights runs close.^ 
in total. A recent Important pre- 
miere sent out 68 pairs for the first 
night; and 60 p.alrs for the sec- 
ond night, for a press total of .113 
sets'. Of 226 tickets. Another man- 
ager's list has 60 pairs for the first 
night, but only 47 sets the second 
night. While .that is somewhat less 
In the total number of press, tiekets 
for both nights, the first-named 
list applies to a producer of musical 
corhedles; the latter going for drama. 
One offlce hasTa second night list of 
75 pairs, the total for both nights 
being 113 pairs. 

The following list Indicates how 
first-night tickets are allotted the 
dailies and • other publications, . It 
niay be noticed that the "Times," 
got six sets, "World" seven, while 
five seta went to the "Tribune." 
That mJiy be average, but one well 
known producer allots no less than 
eight pairs to the "Tribune" reg- 
ularly.

A d(?al whereby the Shuberts will 
g6t rid of the Century theatre, New 
York, through a property switch and 
cash is reported having been vir- 
tua,lly agreed on. The site. is said to 
have been chosen for the new Met- 
ropolitan opera house. 
• During "the past season directors 
Of the Met considered building on 
67th street, west of 8th avenue, but 
that project . was abandoned. The 
57th stfeet site was purchased" by 
Otto H. Kahn in anticipation. Un- 
der the propotwd Ceut my-preposI— 
tion the Shuberts would get the 57th 
street property and , some of the 
holdings to the wiest of the Century. 
The Shuberts took over the Century 
at a felJUted price of $2,800,000. Al- 
though the. big . house on Central 
Park west has *e^ something of a 
booking problem, tl^ey are said to 
have refused an offer of $3,000,000 
not long aco. This season repeat 
dates have been booked for the 
house, with business almost entirely 
dependent on cut rates.. 

It appears that the Shuberts con- 
trol the properties Immediately west 
of the Century, along the 62d. street 
side, and also the Broadway front 
of the block from corner to corner. 
The new plan for the Met calls for 
enlarging, the Century, rebuilding 
thp interior and adding to It at ^ 
cost of $2,000,000. 

Location 

The building plan would extend 
the present auditorium to where the 
present back stage wall Is. with the 
stage of the new Met extending 
westward towards Broadway. 
Enough room would remain for a 
narrow office building on the Broad- 
way side.

The disastrous put -over and 
short run of "Broadway" cost the 
brokers plenty under this method of 
doing business, and cost the pro- 
ducers thou.sahds, the show only 
having about 14 moneyed weeks. 

Regarding the case of '.'Constant • 
Wlife;" this was a natural "broker 
show." - Ideally spotted, starring 
"America's first -actress," getting 
fine publicity breaks, and backed 
by high praise from the crit- 
ics, this show could have run six . 
months In Chicago If -the tickets., 
had been handled right. 

The .split came when Couthoul 
stated it wanted to cut Its appro- 
priation after 10 weeks. The retort 
was that if the agency wouldn't 
continue its full allotment, with no 
returns, it wouldn't get any tickets. 

Couthoul accepted the ultimatum 
and blocked the Harris out of Itfl 
stand boards. As a result, out-of- 
towners and others coming Into the 
24 branches made selections from 
other attractions, usually not realiz- 
ing "Constant Wife" was. playing. 
The heavy drop In business fol- 
lowed.

A confused and confusing play 
that brings new irritation to loyal 
admirers of Laurette Taylor and 
partisans of Miss Akins. "The 
Furfes" (title seems to be a dim ref- 
erence to modern social and moral 
chaos) starts out as a domestic 
comedy drania; turns into murder 
mystery in the second act, and in its 
denouement is a- medley of psychic 
melodrama, medico -problem play or 
wliafhave yoti? In passing you get 
casual touches of social satire. Iron- 
ical glimpses of character and pas- 
sages of glittering smart society 
.chatter. These diverse elements are 
Interesting enoiigh in themselves, 
but they do not blend into anything 
like an interesting play. 

The thing ha^ no pattern, but is a 
series of distractions, not the least 
of which is the habit of the star and 
.Estelle Wlnwood of reading their 
lines in a freakish diction that 
makes them unintelligible. The sum 
total of blurred . reading and per- 
plexing action makes a difficult 
evening. 

Even the company seems to feel 
something of the sort, for the acting 
of the star is futuristic. Prom the 
moment when FIfi Sands bursts in 
upon the first act dinner party to 
announce that her husband has 
agreed to a divorce to the end, there 
is scarcely a monient when the ac- 
tress is anything but an actress. 
It's all mere theatre. 

Flfi's joy in her promised freedom 
is chilled when news comes that 
her husband has been found shot 
dead in the study where she left 
him a few hours back.. Second act 
Is devoted to weaving of murder 
mystery. DiiFIfl kill her husband? 
or was it the man Plft proposes to 
marry when she Is free? The finger 
of suspicion moves from one to the 
other. Flfi thinks it was the man, 
he thinks It was Pifl. Flfi's son re- 
gards himself as a second Hamlet 
as the second act curtain falls on 
his quoted line, "Mother, you . have 
my father much offended." . 

Last act is in the roof bungalow 
of murdered man's closest friend, 
the brilliant lawyer who hsis been 
his confidant and advisor, and it is 
here that the play's complications 
are unwound in some of the most 
high flown melodrama of the sea- 
son. It was the lawyer, for years 
fighting incipient madness. Who fired 
the shot, actuated by a long re- 
pressed love of Flfl and fearing a 
divorce would take her out of his 
life! The mystery thus solved, the 
lawyer takes himself out of the way 
by leaping from the roof, leaving the 
shattered Fifl to make peace with 
her son, the lover having already 
been eliminated by his confession 
that he believed Fifl herself was the 
slayer. 

John Cumberland's comic social 
climber character was the only really 
natural, convincing role in the play. 
Nobody el.se seenied to be actuated 
by understandable impulses, a scat- 
ter brained lot of people who seemed 
to be desperately and passionately 
headed toward nowhere In partic- 
ular and making a great fuss about 
it.

Proml.neAt, commercial radio 
bands especially, one In particular, 
sure making It a bit tough for the 
publishers In playing only numbers 
of' publiishers who accord them 
financial considerations in the form 
of royalty contracts on certain 
songs. . 

This "angling'* evil keeps abreast 
or ahead of the times. FlrSt it was 
the prominent songsters and band- 
men, later the organists, more r<e- 
cehtly the presentation masters of 
ceremonies who have been , "propo- 
sitioning" the music men, and now 
it is the radio attractions.

Prob- 
ably one of the most novel of the 
after-theatre clubs la the' Aladdin 
Studio Tiffen Room, opemted by the 
Misses Hattie and >Ilnnle C. Mooser, 
Bisters of (Jeorget Mooser, pioneer; 
Broadway showman. 

Six years ago the Mooser girls 
opened the Aladdin and three years 
ago they put In dancing.' Today 
their draw is one of the best In 
town, especially "Theatrical NlgKt" 
(Wednesdays), when performers 
from, all over town congregate. ' But, 
unlike most night cluhs, the Aladdin 
grets a big luncheon. and dinner play. 
Moderate prices, with no cover until 
after 9.30 p. m. Dance music and 
local entertainers act as magnets to 
draw In the mobs. 

The studio can nicely accommo- 
iflate around 300. Place Is decoi-ated 
In Chinese pattern, with Chinese 
girls acting as waitresses. Benny 
Shapiro's .four-piece Jazz orchestra 
provides the music, with the dance 
floor space limited to about 12 by 40. 
feet. Pretty crowded at times, Stage 
celebs or near-celebs are Introduced 
with aid of a spot, and usually re- 
ispond with a song or atory — at least 
a. bow. Night prices are especially 
reasonable. Coverage after 9.30 is. 
60 cents, with $2 a person probably 
ft high, check. .Food excellent. ' 

Both Mooser girls are on the floor, 
fereetlng patrons personally and 
"Xfittklngrthemselves agreeable. Alad- 
din gets a strong play from thd show 
gang because of the theatrical con- 
nection and the wide acquaintance 
bf the sisters In the profession. 
Though location— 363 Sutter — is off 
the beaten path, cafe Is well adver- 
tised and there are few off nights. 



A novelty in radio ' broadcasting 
on the coast was the tryout here 
over KTA of radio Interviews. Ed- 
gar 'Walte, dramatic editor of the

This, however, he be- 
lieved to bp only a phase, and would 
soon pass. Whiteside then drew

recently returned from the coast, 
publicity and advertising men in 
California are as badly off as they 
are here. 

It was said at the meeting that 
only two or three sales managers 
In the picture business know that 
advertising and publicity have an 
actual merchandising rather than a 
mere showmanship value as In the 
past, and that with a cut in the 
sales staff there would be a corre- 
sponding loss in sales. [. 

In the case of one company, the 
speaker said the cutting of the staff 
in various departments had resulted 
in a loss .of $200,000 in business. 
This evidently concerns Pathe, ti;? 
losses in contracts Were reported 

. there whon men with long-standing 
connections were let out. . 

Several speakers urged that steps

One view 
is that larger representation of 
French pictures in the United States 
will be forced, since the new com 
mission Is empowered to regard Im- 
ported pictures In the liglit of the 
treatment accorded to French prod 
uct in the country of the foreign 
picture's origin. 

The other conception Is that the 
new .regulations wiU aim principally 
at opening the native screen to do- 
mestic product^ the idea being that; 
French exhibitors will be obliged to 
show French pictures, and if there 
is any room for foreign product, 
the exhibitors will, throw their 
screens open to competing producers 
from abroad. In either event the 
market may be drastically cut for 
foreign material. 

Foreign Control 
Minister Herriot in his address to 
Congress said that France must take 
action in the film import crisis. 

"This industry," he declared, 
"which is in place' of third Impor 
tn;nce in the commercial world, has 
almost completely disappeared here. 
In the United States It is said to 
be the most Important business next 
to steel. In France many foreign 
film producers have become .the 
owners of the theatres where their 
pictures are shown. 

"All those who have the best in- 
terests of France at heart would be 
moved if I were to .show them a li.st 
of Paris and provincial theatres 
which are now under foreign con- 
trol r And " thi&n

The minister continued that the 
country was being "colonized" by 
what he referred to as "hostile prop- 
aganda," which has been directed at 
the nation since 1914.

$43,858 to $73,922. . The cheapest 
©he was the second edition of "The 
Bquaw Man" and it returned $283*- 
826. Most expensive was "Don't 
Change Your Husband,'' which 
drew $292,394. This latter one was 
niade January, 1919, with the war 
over.- This picture was the fore 
runner of ■ the bathroom, llngere 
and fur series of productions and 
was the first appearance In drama 
of Gloria Swanson. 

In the list of pictures made by 
DeMille up to that time was "The 
Whispering Chorus.'* It ha<3 an 
artistic touch throughout apd the 
producing organlzatibh was peeved 
that he had spent $72,499 to make it 
They claimed he would never get 
this picture over and that If they 
got production, cost- out it would bo 
a miracle. 'In the cast were Ray- 
mond Hatton and Kathlyn Will 
lams, who then meant: something on 
the screen. It also gave Noah 
Beerv a *hance to play a "bit. 
When the coin began rolling Into 
the exchanges things were more 
< encouraging and th3 final count 
showed ?242il09. It satisfied the 
Pamo'is-Lasky crowd that the pub 
lie liked the artistla DcMille pro 
ductlons. 

On top of turning out the artistic 
achievement DeMille did an about 
face and ma<^e a spectacular opus 
in "Old Wives for NeWi" That, cost 
$66,241 and grossed $286;504. It 
was. the first of the divorce series 
and brought to the fore Florence 
Yidor, and .to the light Helen Je- 
rome Eddy and Wanda iHawlcy 

That M^ss Swanson meant some 
jthlng caused . DeMille to use her 
again in . "For Better or Worse," 
first of the pictures he made after 
the war lo' hit over $73,500.:. This 
one cost $111,260 and brought back 
.1256.072. . 

Ist Million Gross 
. Then the studio niob went frantic 
when DeMill6 made "Male and 
. Female." . He spent $168,619 on 11 
$jid .the studio ofllcials claimed he 
was trying to bankrupt the com- 
pany.. This picture recruited Bebe 
Daniels from the Roach lot and 
gave Wesley Barry a small role. 
Returns to the exchanges totaled 
$1,256,226. It was DeMille's firsi 
picture to get over the $1,000,000 
^ross. 

De , Mine came right back with 
•^hy Change Tour Wife" ..with 
Bebe Daniels, Gloria. Swanson and 
Thomas Meighan. It cost $129,349 
and took in $1,016,245. Then De- 
Mille made another for $168,338, 
"Something to Think About," after] 
which he jumped to $338,752 by 
^ making "Forbidden Fruit.'' In that 
l| one Agnes Ayres hopped to the 
P fore and became a star. It was a 
^ remake of ""The Golden Chance" 
and grossed $848,121. 

Then the director made one $160,- 
000 cheaper In "The Affairs of 
' "Anatol.''' It cost $m;68"0" and was 
the first of the big all-star pic- 
tures with 14 stellar players, gross- 
ing $1,191,245.37. 
■ After that DeMille made "Pool's 
Paradise," With Conrad Nagel, 
Dorothy Dalton,. Jacqueline X.ogan 
arid Mildred VHarri.?. Salaries . of 
players had hegim to jump in leaps 
and bounds, as this was . Maixih, 
1922, and the picture cost $291,367. 
It brought back $900,057. 

When "Fools Paradise" was re- 
leased, his . next one, "Saturday 
Night," was also released the same 
month. It had Leatrloo Joy to offoi-

"Went Wild" at $384,000 
P\)llowi)iK Its making, DeMille 
took a rest until September of that 
year, when he "went wild," as the 
studio people-expressed themselves, 
and spent $3*4,111 on "Manslaugh- 
ter." Meif,'hari scored. Tb is grea,test 
success in It. and Miss Joy came; 
right alonpeidc of him as . a. star, 
as the picture gi-ossed $1,202,130. 

Next came "Adam's Rib," which 
cost $408,432' and brought back 
$880,535, which Batlsfied the pro- 
ducers; as they did not expect an 
amount of that size from this pai-- 
ticular picture. 

>rext came DeMille's biggest pic- 
ture, taking him into the $1,475,836 
production class, "The Ten Com- 
mandments.",-: It brought out Rod 
La Rocque. , Proved to be the big- 
gest box-ortlc6 hit of the Industry; 
as up to date it has grossed over 
$6.000j000. Qn this picture DeMille 
drew a salary and was aJso given 
a, percentage of the . gross, Jt was 
the first time, the company cut him 
In on the Intake of the" pictures 
besides his salary. » 

Following this one DeMille made 
three more for F-P-K The first 
was "triumph," with Xa Ro^eque 
and Miss Joy. It was a "cheater'^ 
for him, as it cost $266,012 and got 
$672,908. Then "Feet of Clay." with 
Vera Reynolds and La Rocque, ran 
the production sheet to $350,636 and 
returned $892,374. And the final 
one for F-PrL, "The Golden Bed," 
cost $437,900 and brought in until 
Jan. 1, last, $805,387. Stiir continu- 
ing to sell. This one is playing re- 
peat dates In foreign countries. 
With P. p. C. 
Towai-d the end of 1925, DeMille, 
on his own and associated with 
P. i). C, moved his base to Culver 
City. There he made "The Road to 
Yesterday." It cost $477,479. After 
that he started on ""The Volga Boat- 
man," which ran up a cost of $497,- 
366. Next came the most expensive 
picture of all arid his last completed 
one, "The King of Kings." It needed 
over a year to make; and when the 
final production sheets were brought 
forth the entire cost airiounted to 
$2,265,000, • 

At present he is working on VThe 
Godless Girl," which will probably 
run to a $750,000 cost. 

Besides making these pictures fdi 
P. D. C, DeMille found other tasks 
on hand for that releasing organlza 
tion when it tied up with Pathe. 

The.Pathe 27-28 program allowed 
him a budget of $3,925,000, exclusive 
of "The Godless Girl." .

Flailing ' Northwest 
exhibitors fo^ their laxity in "de- 
fending" their businese against 
"attacks" and "trade abuses" in an 
article under his own signature in. 
"Greater Amusements," regional 
trade publication; he pleads for con- 
tribution pledges from every movie 
theatre operator, down to the 
smallest. 

The Northwest Theatre Owners' 
Association is in danger of disband- 
ing, due to lack of financial and 
moral support, Steffes declares. 

Steffes points out that the pro- 
ducers and distributors and labor 
organizations with which the exhlbr 
Itors deal have created Immense de- 
fense funds, but that the exhibitors 
themselves stand idly by. 

"The purpose of this letter is to 
ascertain from you and other the- 
atre owners just what you are doing 
to protect yoUr Investment," the 
Steffes bulletin says to the theatre 
owners. "The North weistern The- 
atre Owners' Association has been 
in existence, almost 20 years, and 1 
will venture to say that with the 
exception of perhaps once or twice 
during that period there has never 
been over a few hundred dollars 
balance on hand at the end. o<f the 
year. 

"This year our organization has 
spent more money than any other 
organization of its kind in the 
United States. In fact, it hiais been 
the mos( expensive year in th€) or- 
ganization's history. "The Twin City 
theatrical strike cost thousands of 
dollars. Perhaps you, in the small 
towns, do not realize where the 
strike benefited you. I can assure 
you that had we gone down to de- 
feat, as the unions had in mind, by 
granting the one day's rest in seven, 
I will venture to say it would have 
been but a few nionths until eycry 
city and town-ln the^terrltory would 
have been unionized. ... 

Steffes' Prediction 

"The Brookhart bill, now before the 
Senate committee, has necessitated 
the spending of considerable money. 
I am making a predlctio.n right now 
that It. will not pass, and the only 
reaison that theatre owners are not 
going to be successful In having this 
measure adopted, even In a m Ad I fled 
form, Is on account of lack of or- 
ganization. . , . 

"We know what to do and think 
we know how to do It, but our 
knowledge gets us nowhere unless 
we have money enough to protect 
the Interests of a majorily of the 
theatre owners. There are perhaps 
250 theatre owners In the throe 
northwest states who are not mom 
bers of this organization. . ; . 

"Arbitration Is established In this 
Industry for the present time at 
least, and I am wondering whether 
= Dr"^not="thcr-oxhibltora-=realize-- wl-iat 
an effort It Is for theatre ownera 
residing"' In the Twin Cities and 
Duluth to devote from one to two 
days . a week, absolutely gratis, to 
sec that the theatre owners, of the 
territory receive a fair deal from the 
arbitration board.

Revision of the standard contract for. picture players has been made 
by the committee of producers and actors who originally drafted the con- 
tract through the Academy of Motion picture Arts and Sciences. Changes 
were niade by the conimlttce after vai'lous phrasing and clauses of thte 
original contract had been attacked, when the full contract was published 
by Variety In December. . 

Officials of Equity in New York stated the contract inequitable for 
the artiyt and that It was worded to the advantage of the producer. 
Certain suppo.sed defects in the contract were pointed out by Equity, 
■which declared the contract as drawn was practically worthless. 
Academy officials resented the broadHlde from Equity,and the committee 
■vvhicih originally drafted It was Instructed' to revise tt so that no mis- 
interpretation could be placed upon any individual clause pr the con- 
tract In Its entirety. This committee consisted of B. P. Schulberg and 
Mi C. Levee representing the producers, and Gonrad Nagcl and Hallam 
Cooley for the players. „. , i, 

The revised contract as prepared by the committee has been officially 
adopted by the . Board of Directors of the Academy. It wiirrop.laoe .the 
•Id forms in all studios itnmediately. 

Changes 

Changefj in the new contract clearly define the following points so 
no niisintorpretations cart be placed on certain individual, clauses. The 
most Important are: 

An artist is engaged for a minimum of one week. 

If a player is called back for retakes on a pibture and is vybrkirig for 
another producer at the time, he will cooperate, in making the necessary 
retakes in the time he has available. He will be paid for this work 
pro-rata of tfte salary he received when working in the picture origihaHy. 

"All studio rules and regulations" which are to be abided by, are toned 
down to "all reasonable rules and regulations of the producer." 

Producer liability to players in case of illness of any cast member ^or 
the director of the picture is dearly defined as salary up to time pro- 
ducer notifies player of picture's discontinuance, plus an addit!o.oal 

Wardrobe to be furnished to the artist !s now phrased "reasonably 
necessary" instead of "in the judgnnent of the producer." 

If ah actor's services are terminated before completion of part in a 
picture for any cause, the player receives salary to time of notice, plus 
one week's additiohal compenEation. 

In defining actor's time before the camera, the new contract specifies 
•oh call" for work is the same as if actually working. ; 

A new; paragraph has been inserted providing for arbitration of any 
disputes between actor and producer over tifc contractr . All disputes are 
to be referred to the Academy of Motion Picture, Arts and Sciences for 
•rbitration by either party.

As/a producer Fox has been suffering, mostly under lo"w rentals tor 
his fast growing superior picture product. When the I'^'ox rentals catch 
up with the Fox film output, and not necessarily through the Increased 
theatre Jioldings Fo34 has adquircd. there will be. much more satisfac- 
tion in the Fox produein^r organization. 

Poi's present chain of houses, however, are a decided and substantial 
background for. Fox pictures. At one time Fox was limited to almost 
. his own circuit, then comparatively small and all east of Ohio, for 
picture support. So much so that Fox in those days had to produce 
■wltli his own rentals only to be figured upon for real return. In many 
Bections Fox's pictui-es, regardles m^'Ht, were push ied Into the grinds 
and never -got a break in -the regular houses. . , 

Slowly, forging ahead at fir.st and more recently much swifter, Fox has 
forced attention upon his program . features, without the many Fox 
Bpeclals that liave drawn so much trade attention. That In a way likely 
accounts for William Fox's. attitude of sticking to those showmen who 
BtiJfck to him when he needed them.. Now they may need him. 

And perhaps It's not wholly as an indepisndent exhibitor that his com- 
petitors view Fox. with , so much concern, for. Fox must have them think- 
ing both way.<J.

L-niled Artists, has wired \Voodhull 
that hi.s complaint will receive con-i^ 
slderiitlon but that tho radio liookup 
with l'.)ud.ge Bros., coating the autp- 
mobiiu people $50,000 In actors' sai- 
aries for one hour, will go through 
as. stiiediilcd on Ma^rch 29 over 55 
stations. 

Woodhull protested tiiat whenever 
tiiere is a special etlier event theatre 
owners, lose money. Sclienck, in his 
wire, said that he had been under 
the Impression that a radio tleup in- 
volving picture people would result 
In better business for pictui'6 houses 
following the night when tiie audi- 
ence might stay.home to listen in. 

Schenck, financially interested In 
dozens of theatres throughout the 
country and in the Loew, Publlx and 
United Artists, circuits, has humbly 
accepted the reprimand from, the 
non-theairo owning theaitre operator 
and has agreed not to sanction fur- 
ther porf oririances on the ether by ■ 
film actors with one provi-so: "If I.

BOARDS KNOW HOW HE SEES THEM 



Notifies Film Board and Exchanges Legal Action 
Would Follow If Exchange* Insisted Upon $1,000 
Cash Deposits From Gros & Noble-r-Firm Had 
Not Complied With Award ty Film Board to One 
JBxchange— All Exchanges Made Demand, but 
Later Withdrew, After Sapiro's Notification 



Powers of the Film Boards of 
Trade, opferated . by the Hays or- 
ganization, over Independent exhi- 
bitors v^re temporarily, nulliflcd 
last week by the Asspclatipn of Mo- 
tion Picture . Exhibitors, hieaded by 
Aaron Saplro, and may be rendered 
useless within a comparatively 
ehort period. . 

Last weelt Sapiro offered to take 
the Film Boards of Trade and sun- 
dry exchanges into the United 
States courts and take therri apart 
for the benefit of judge and Jury, 
unless they would agree to refrain 
from uridtily . molestifig mernbera. of 
the A. M.. P, E.. . 

The case involved Gros & Noble, 
exhibitors, who had defaulted on a 
payment to an exchange following 
arbitration. Immediately on learn- 
ing of refusal to pay several ex- 
changes wrote to the exhibitors de- 
manding a . deposit of $l,ppp cash, in 
advance if they were to secure any 
more pictures, ■ , 

Sapiro wrote the Film Board of 
Trade and notified the exchanges 
that if Gros & . Noble had defaulted 
on a payment to an exchange, that 
exchange had recourse to law and 
declared that the other exchanges 
had not the slightest excuse to de- 
mand heavy cash advance deposits, 
which would immediately result in 
Btiflng the exhibitor's finances. 
Given Notice 
Sapiro ndvised that ^ unless the 
other exchanges withdrew, their de- 
mands on Gros & Noble they would 
immediately be faced by several 
court actions. It is reported , the 
advance deposits have been waived. 

Film Boards of Trade, through 
their ability -until * how to- cripple 
Independent exhibitors refu.sing to 
abide by arbitration rulings, 
whether favorable or otherwise, 
have been able to force numerous 
settlements for producer-distribu- 
tors which pierhaps might have been 
thrown out of court. 

The throat facing exhibitors that 
they would be refused film by all 
the exchanges If questioning; arbi- 
tration i-ulings is, perhaps for the 
lirst time, called by" an exhibitor 
organization and shown .to be u.se- 
less if faced with a court inquiry. 

The Sapiro organization indicates 
that, if tlio Film Board of Trade as 
an organization, Is not questioned 
then it l.s almost certain that its 
powers, over exhibitors will be modi- 
.fled through, systematic application 
of the legal searchlight, where it is. 
conisidcrcd the exhibitors are not 
receiving fair treatment.

HAYS' INVITATIONS 



Leaders in New Organization 
Are Asked to Talk It Over— 
Don't Want Jo Talk Alone 



A decision was handed down "by 
the Joint Arbitration Board of the 
T. O. C. C. and New York Film 
Board of Trade in. the case of the 
Joelson-Suchman Circuit against 
United Artists wherein all the 
Charles Chaplain picture contracts 
on . "The. Circus." Were declared 
valid in spite of the long delay In 
the production of the. plcturis, . . 

The case sets a precedent for all 
GhapUh contracts in the United 
Stated, Canada and Europe. The 
Board decided the Chaplin contract 
was valid and .dismissed the com-, 
plaint oit the exhibitor.

The, chances are Mr, Stone has never 
spoken bejjore on the stage or screefi. 
If that be true, and assuming that 
his comedy voice may cast him im- 
portantly in the talkers, it could, be 
argued that anyone with, an appeal- 
ing voice on the screen, with any 
sort of personal appearance, may jgo 
skyward as. a talking character. If 
the talking pictures become popular. 

This Is not unlike the unknowns 
hiade by radio, through their voices. 
Unseen they became universally 
popular to radio's Inviisible audi- 
ences. 

Another angle is whether the voice 
on the screen does not suggest some- 
thing missing, with that missing 
element the physical self. This is 
undeniably felt. The voice, though 
issuing from the picture player, 
seems a thing apart, albeit syn- 
chronizing.

With the material there was noth- 
ing wrong. As a novel, and hardly 
less as a play, "The Constant. 
Nymph" held many fundamental 
elements of dramatic clash which. 
In the hands : of a sympathetic 
adapter and director, should have 
made a great fllm. 

Tet . the result, dragging on 
through some id reels. Is rather as 
if ai provnlclal newspaper reporter 
had taken the story and reduced It 
to newspaper headlines, and still 
another and equally provincial re- 
porter had written a screen story' 
froni those headlines. For the strug- 
gles between temperament, the 
blossoming of an over-strong ado- 
lescent loviB, the awful and inevi- 
table sadness of attempts by people 
to dominate those they assunrie they 
love — all this Is left out, and nothing 
remains but the dry "bones" of Story, 
clothed In respectability and. "re- 
flnement." Linda Is made to appear 
as Sanger's wife,' which Is not the 
case In the novel. 

The essence of the Sanger house- 
hold atmosphere Is conveyed, in the 
novel and on the stage, by two epi- 
sodes. One Is the Illicit holiday 
which Tonl takes with Ike before 
marrying him; the other Is the Iti- 
trlgue between Linda and a travelf 
Ing ballet master — ah Intrigue re- 
vealed to the rest of the family by 
the sudden death of Sanger. 

Both these episodes are left Out 
of the film, and even the curtain Is 
made "respectable" by rempvihg the 
venue of Tessa's death from a Brus- 
sels house to a dowdy sitting room 
In what appears to be' a rooming 
house. 

Perhaps too much was expected 
from Basil Dean's first picture. But 
however much was anticipated, very 
little has been realized save the fact 
it takes sbmething wider, faster and 
more broadly understanding than 
stage technique to obtain satisfac 
tory effects on the vivid canvas of 
the screen. As portrait painters 
both the director end Basil Dean 
have failed with a theme calling 
fundamentally for such treatment 
They have consequently failed to

These, taken 
around ~A chensee; not f n r from Tnss- 
bruck. hold sll the appealing qualnt- 
ness of the Tyrolean atmdsphere and 
costume, set against a magnificent 
background of emotionless moun- 
tains, aloofly unconscious of the 
netty htrnian turmoil at their feet. 
But not for/long Is this held. The 
film swlngs'^bftck to London, to small 
Ideas, little silly people, formle.$s aC- 
tioTig. motivelps.«i dolngsi . 

Besides which, It holds almost 
every scene far too long. The action 
is at once slow and Inchoate, the 
direction Ihcking Are, the acting 
(save In the case of Mabel Poulton 
and FVances Dohle nn the ml.^snnder- 
fttnndlng--and.-ml.<iundiirstQad:^3El£cl^ 
spineless. Ivor Novello looks well, 
nnd when he Is not called oti to he 
dramatic gets over satlfrfactorlly.. 
But In the tenser moments he I.-? 
melodrnTnatlc and ne.eds a director 
who either can or will restrain his 
over-emnh.itic movements, esneclal- 
Iv the elevator work with his *>ye- 
hrows. .

But it would make 
things tougher .all round for Ameri- 
can film business here at the very 
time New York Is considering what 
a lot more cash ought to be shaken 
out of this territory fcnr pictures.

Fox Pushing 

A further ripple in this theatre 
whirlpool is being caused by Fox 
coming into the. theatre field: here, 
apparently on a large scalie. It's 
reported Fox is preparing to "build 
on thQ corner of Piccadilly Circus 
and Regent street, opposite the Pic- 
cadilly Hotel. This would be closer 
into the Circus than the Famous' 
(Paramount) Plaza, and would back 
that house off a trifle in location." 

Plans are believed to be on foot 
also for building theatres in the 
provinces. If this is attempted on 
any scale there will be another and 
probably louder outcry here than 
there was when Famous was sus- 
pected of being behind Picture Play- 
houses. Louder because there will 
be three big combines, with lots of 
capital, which will feel their own 
interests endangered instead of only 
one. as there was when the former 
agitation ' was staged by P. C. T. 
against' Famous. . 

Fox knows his own business best, 
but any such theatre plan will still 
further endanger the position of 
American film interests here. If 
more regard to the needs and. feel- 
ings of this market (after all, the 
biggest foreign outlet America has) 
had been shown, by American dis- 
tributors, agitation which led to the 
quota bill would not have arisen. 
But New York executives are so apt 
to know it all and to rid© roughshod 
over most of our ideas, or at the 
best to ignore our temperament, they 
finally got in so ffetr wrong with 
public opinion all over the empire 
the government was obliged to take 
not only notice, but action. Even 
then American executives were try- 
ing to raise anti-film leglsla,tion 
here.

Danger Ahead for Advertisers 
Fellow saw an advertisement in a 
local weekly Daper in Hariipshire, 
saying "Hindle Wakes" was to be 
shown at an outrof-town plcturie 
house on a certain date. He mo- 
tored in with five others; went into 
the house and saw another picture. 
So he shot an action for danlages 
against the paper and its printer, 
and lost. That wouldn't matter so 
^uch but for the legal attitude of 
the Judge who tried the action. He 
said such advertisements . were an 
off er to every memlyer' of the public 
to lease seats at a certain date 
seti a certain picture, and if a mem- 
ber of the public-accepted that offer 
it . became a contract; So, if the 
advertised film was not shown there 
was a breach, and action could be 
taken against the theatre, but not 
against the newspaper. 

Apart from the risk of printers' 
errorfr^not an uncommon : thing — 
and failure of prints t-^ arrive, there 
are plenty of good reasons at times 
why a film, or even a. stage play, is 
riot shown as and. when advertised. 
What Is the position, too, with 
vaudeville programs if this Judge is 
correct? 

Immediate action to contest the 
decision is being taken by the Ex- 
hibitors* Association, part of the 
ease being the usual notice as to 
change of any part or all the pro- 
gram without assigning a reason 
being within the rights of theatres' 
managements and being so notified 
on programs. 

Several managements are consid- 
ering the necessity for putting no- 
tices at the box-offlcies and also on 
the backs of tickets as a further 
safeguard. The position would then 
be the tlcket buyer had agreed : to a 
"clause In. the contract' entitling 
the. management to change the pro- 
gram at will. 

Official Censorship 

. Agitation brought up the. ques- 
tion of state censorship , stronger 
than ever, the Cabinet having un- 
der consideration whether the board 
shall be rifiade an official body or 
film censorship placed under the 
control of the Lord Chamberlain'^ 
Office, which controls the licensing 
of stage plays. Though set up by 
the t«ide, and paid by distributors 
by the reel on the films it passes 
only, the Board of Film Censors 
has always worked to general satis- 
faction. Its certificates are accepted 
by most local authorities and 
Watch Committees and are made a 
condition of picture theatre licenses. 
Tho Home Secretary stated in 
the House no action would at pres- 
ent be taken aa to State Censor- 
ship. 

Money Shorter 
Lists Jtor ttie Welsh Pearson -El- 
der Co. closed^arid In spTti^'of the 
usual stories of over-subscription, 
various leaks make it appear they 
did not get so mu(ih from public 
subscription.

Been In these acquirements. Their absorbers as ia rule are linked with 
a national chain In some afflliated manner, or expect to be.

Recently one of the big studios received a Wire. from a large eastern 
city requesting that wires from stars and others be sent for the opening 
of a large theatre. The request was complied with, but the ne^it day 
the producer received a wire from a Hollywood florist suggesting that 
"an order for flowers be placed for the theatre opening, and the particular 
florist would be glad to take care of the order by wire to the eastern 
city. The producer then looked up the wire received the prevlbtis day, 
supposedly from the theatre manager in the eastern city and discovered 
upon Investigation that the name signed to the telegram was unknown 
.by the exchange manager or theatre owner.

Profits in Sweden

30, 1927, about 41,000 crowns more 
than the preceding yjar. Assets and 
liabilities balanced at 13,790,000 
crowns, as against 16,410,000 crowns 
on .Tune 30, 1926. 

Congress of Theatre Owners 
A Congress of the owners of pic- 
ture theatres was held recently at 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia, and an asso- 
ciation of cinema owners was formed 
on that occasion. 

A resolution was adopted and 
handed to the assistant of the Min- 
ister of Finance. It states the pres- 
ent economic conditions and the. 
taxes assessed on cinemas are tend- 
ing to destroy the' very existence of 
tiio. cinemas, and that the yaj-ious 
taxes are the cause of . such rcojndir 
tions. The Ministry was requestedi, 
the report states, to lower the taxes 
to enable the cinemas to develop 
normally. The congress further re- 
quested the MlnlstiT to take proper 
action at once, as the financial con- 
dition of the cinenia owners Is said 
to )>e In Jeopardy undfr the existing 
taxation and regulations. 

European Film Notes 
Received from Trade Commis- 
sioner George R. Car.t>, Paris: 

German Spitzenorgani/ation at a 
recent meeting discussed all Impor- 
tant questions. It wa.s rrsolvfd to 
appoint representatives in foreign 
countries and to improve the For- 
eign Office reports regarding film- 
production abroad.

Outside Managements Not Hastening to Comply— 
Some Who Do May Insert Twb Weeks' Glause— 
Others Believe Open Booking Field Offers More 
Than K-A-O Can Deliver

For the first tirne in years, if 
not in its career, Kleith-Albee is 
demanding that outside msinagers 
booking, through its agency for next 
season shall sign a contract to take 
all of their acts from that source. 

Managers are not disposed to 
hurry - ^ith their signatures. One 
or iwo have stated that if they con- 
clude to fiign they will insert a two 
we«lts* clause, thereby reserving the 
right to end the agreement two 
weeks after notifying K- A. 

Other outsidei's booking through 
the Keith -Albee-Orpheum agency 
say they are thoroughly Independent 
as to bookings. They claim that the 
open booking field led by Gus «un. 
rally Markus and other indie book- 
ers offer them a larger rangei of 
supply of acts at a iMser salary 
than K-A-O can deliver.

A "Joker" is also suspected in the 
booking contract at this time he 
cause of the K-A-O picture affllla 
tlon. It is thought by the outsiders 
that K-A-O want to first tie up the

British and German '

with 50 per cent German and - 50 
per cent. British money, has been 
founded. The British Interests are 
those of thfe terltlsh Controlled Film 
Co, the .president of which company, 
Major Rassom, associates himself 
with the Germans, Maxim Galltzon- 
steln and Paul Ebner. This marks 
the first British concern established 
defliiitely in Germany for film pro- 
duction. 

370 Houses in Berlin 

Although there has been a slack- 
ing off In the building of picture 
theatres , In the last year or two, 
Berlin today lias no fewer than 370, 
vath a total of 170,000 scats.

Detectives J. T. Brady and Rob- 
ert .E.. Morris, Chief Inspector Wil- 
liam Lahey-s staff, have beeii as- 
signed to Wipe out "hop joints.*' Re- 
cent complaints at Police Head- 
quarters are that fashionable opium 
parlors have made their headquar- 
ters In various* hotels Just north of 
the Big Alley. , . 

''Pleasure smokers," after leaving 
cabarets and speakeasies, have 
wended their way uptown to fre- 
quent these places. The establish- 
ments have heavy brocaded curtains 
strung across the doors to preclude 
the fumes |rom ge^tting outside, are 
richly furnished - and are. doing a 
big business, according to reports. 

Brady ajid Morris began to round 
up alleged suspects, their first raid 
being on the 16th floor of the 
Broadway View; hotel, 2720 Broad.- 
way, near 104th street.

Broadway; Harry Adamo, 35, 
waiter, 133 Webster avenue; Abe 
Fischer, 35, salesman, 112 llOth 
street; Joseph""- Passcia, 44, iprocoss 
server, 178 Lafayette street; Mrs 
Jtine Lewis, 27, 1452 Madison ave- 
nue, . and Sarah. Passcia, wife of 
Joseph. Mrs. Lewis, tho sleuths said, 
has two children, and Adamo and 
Fischer criminal records. 

The detectives were admitted by 
posing as bellboys. As they stepped 
in: they heard a crash. Looking out, 
they said they . ^aw on the roof of 
ah adjoining (building the fragments 
of opium pipes. Jars, of alleged 
opium and other contraband. The 
six- people /were arrested, some ar 
ralgned In night court before Mag 
istrate Flood and others before 
Magistrate McKiniry In West Side 
Court.

Bi^t .he never* tackled 
any tougher proposition, than the exhibitors. 

To see. a practical organizer and leader at.,the head.of . a picture buying, 
epinbine of large> amountSj reaching to not less than $2,500,000 within 
a year, may be a considerable diflference frorn a small paying combine 
headed by pn^e- of the . exhibitors in it. Certainly- Mr., Saplrp accepted 
the proposal and will Jirocieed upo'n a strictly buslnei^^ course; What 
he may de-v-elop-as the leader of the New Yptk indie exhlbs will shape 
no doubt the* future course pf many such, not only in It^ew York state 
but throughout the Union. 



The -iRIni industry 'has not yet reached the point; 0*1:; peak where any 
of its distribtitors csm with- Impunity or in justice, to its stockholders or 
financial statement ; disregard a combine with a buying poiirer running 
Into the millions. It .carries with it the>pur.chase o'f too much product.

Exhibitor-agitators with a doubtful sincerity for other than their own 
selves or business, usually make a noise fot that purpose. If they get 
what they want or may he after, that selfish sincerity will evaporate.

Actually, the . Shuberts control 
eome 20 theatres, eitlVer by owhor- 
6hlp or lease. The houses that they 
took do not enter into the" dlscus- 
eion. 

The attraction, always pays tho 
Ijreat share of the advertising bill 
pjid the Shubert attractiphs are 
never numerpua, seldom mpre than 
siBven in town at a time. At the 
mpmont, of the seven Shubert showa 
on Broadway, but two arc getting, 
real money. "My Maryland" (actu- 
ally a disa.ppolntmont) and "The 
Sllerit House." The others, ."And So 
to Bed," "Taniing of the . .Shrew" 
and 'Sunny Days" (flop musical), 
are •. but moderate . money shows,, 
while '-Lovely Lady" has been an 
Jn-betweener. . • . ■ 

What the Shuberts are trying to 
' do now Is to control legit theatrical 
advertising : through virtu© of the 
|250 weekly \vliich the house con 
tributes to the week's adyertlfelng 
bill. There Is nothing new In that — 
Shubert houses aren't the only one» 
whirh ishare on advertising. -In the 
. Shubert houses $50 Weekly of. the 
t2Ci or 5250 is deducted for an ad 
in the Shubert house :b^san^ an en 
tlrely useless medium-but forced on 
the show. . 

If the weoklB ad bill Is $1,400, as 
It often is,: the show pays the great 
percentage. It is not the. theatre 
. but the show which really foots the 
bill, an important fact which blasts 
the whole. Shubert contention. 

Aside from their two or three 
mxfsical^ a yea.r, they fuL!:nlRh Uttie 
steady advertising fee to the. popers, 
as their . dramatics have for yearis 
been in "^the haiblt of 'cominix to 
town and sticking around but a 'ew 
weeks. • ■■• 

, fmpressing Papers 

The conclusion may b6 drawn 
that the Shubert* are using, the 
. sums paid by other pcbducors play- 
ing in their houses for advortlsing 
. 'to - impress the paper5,...the .wtongr 
ful assumption being that the Sliu- 
bei'ts are responsible for the expen- 
diture of this money and that they 
control it. 

Tlae Shuberts now control about 
23 theatres in a town where there 
(ire 70 odd houses. That means- about 
25 per cent. Even if responsible 
for the expenditure of the adver- 
tising appropriations — which they 
are not, for each producer pays, hln 
own ad., bills-^thoy would be In a ' 
minority against the rest of IBrpad- 
way's theatres and producers. 

.As it now stands, they may pro- 
duce in a season very few .shows, 
compared to the 250 to 275 how 
shows in total. They accordingly lig- 
uro unimportantly, actually, although 
more important through a road 
route; • Beoause they have rcfil es- 
• - •tate holdings, they try to flgure Im- 
. portantly as controlling the shows. 
I In ratio to the producers who pro-. 
f ouci) hits . tliat run . from eifjfht 
inonths to .i year or niprc or who 
keep their theatres, constantly filled, 
the Shuberts rank still more iinim- 
' portantly, for their .houses, operate 
In fits .and starts— a number of thtm 
this season havo been ' dark arid 
there'^s no advertising money, -v^Hen 
a house Is closed.- 



Monday morning, and where he 
runs big Sunday .space,; the Shu- 
berts run the minimum space Sun- 
days on theii own, shows and gcn- 
eraliy follow that proeedure. 
■ For Instance, Ziegfeild Is spending 
from $2,000 to $2-,500 weekly pn each 
of his sli,ows and as he will have 
four major musical attractions on 
Broadway^, ho -will be spending a 
whole lot more than any . producer 
or firrn of producers and Is spending 
more right . now'. 

In comparlison to most of the 
other producers in New York, the 
Shuberts. .advertise less than any of 
them. • . . 

Wlien another producer Is' in a 
Shubert house, their ■ Influence 
means nothing except that "Vari- 
ety," "Morning Telegraph'.' and a 
.fc-w- others can't have . the ad/' 
.Otherwise the Shuberts. share on a 
certain amount of advertising (tlie. 
house share) Just as any other man- 
ager dobs. They do not regulate the 
advertising of the producers -who 
are in their theatres,- except In the 
instances named. 

And then^ If a producer in a Shu- 
bert house wants to lower the prea- 
tige and standards ot that house 
by tailing an ad In Variety or sonle 
other banned, hldePu»> and unwel- 
come sheet, the poor fellow has to 
pay for it by himself and the Shu-, 
berts have to stand the Ignominy of 
seeing the >arne; of one of their 
theatres In some; owfnl, awful paper. 
Th© Facts 
Thl.«i article has stated tliat their 
advertising liberality and powder was 
a myth. Now for' a comparative 
proof.

Furthermore, it has 
a oast of 34 players, mostly In 
spciUving parts.' Spotted. in a house 
of limited capacity (4.9th Streets, and 
noQOSsarily dependent on cut rates, 
it must sell out to break eyen.

Xrouis F. Bi.^ch, M. D., and Howai'd

There 
had been evidence, a door opened 
and clo.sea in the excitement, and in 
a death chamber, confpssipn Pete 
di.srlbsps the real killer, tho other 
woniair; who shot through the 
sUghtlv opened door, Pete and Babe 
hiid he.'it it, yet there w.a.s , no .evi- 
dence that they were not In' the 
room.

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FRENCH OOOTA 
CAUSES CRISIS 

Brings Box-Office Grief 
at Oiice— Reprisals 
Maybe 



:. Paris, March 27. 
Already the - new French ; quota 
law baa brought box office grief to 
French exhibitors. The commission' 
hajB refused to ^rant any visas to 
imported films . since, it went into 
jMJwei' March 1. A result l3 ex- 
exhlbitors have been forced to run 
pictures they bad. previously refu_3ed 
to buy or which they had previously 
played. A box office Bltimp followed 
ImmedlatieJyv 

Trade authorities point out that 
on' the same basis. If American pro- 
ducers withdrew all their pictures 
when tliey have played . dates al- 
ready contracted, they could force 
the issue and probably defeat the 
Whole legislation. Under such a re- 
■prlsal scheme, numberless French 
cinemas wpul.". be compelled to close 
and it /is believed public protest 
would bring on reconsideration of 
tjie whole government policy. 
: Both foreign and native film peo- 
ple frankly call the new regulation 
"a hold-up game." 

Barter System 
The present plan, which has yet 
to be approved by the Minister of 
Public Instruction Herrlott, calls 
for a "four, two and one ratio." The 
producer of each natlvie picture;, will 
be granted seven visas. Four will 
. cover the release In France of four 
Amerlcan-mades ' (provided the 
American producer-being dealt with 
has bought one French film), or two 
German-mades under like cofidi- 
tlons and . of one BngUsh-ma'de; 
ditto for purchase condition. 

The more the Americans study 
the situation, the more grief they 
find in it. For ohe thing, Arri,erlcan 
operators in this, market will have 
to bid against each other on prices 
for French 111ms. France will only 
make 70 productions for the com- 
ing-year. . "basanova" already has 
been sold for $150,000 (to M-G-M in 
New York) and the French pro- 
ducers arfue that is what a native 
picture should command. Ever*as- 
sumlng an average price of $100,000, 
big American producer-distributors 
would be called upon .to send $1,- 
000,000 to France a year, and no- 
body believes the product Could 
earn that much under American re- 
lease. • 

Another angle on the French sit- 
uation Is that the ather Continental 
nations are keeping close watch" 
upon the outcome here and if the 
drastic quota scheme works out, 
they will make use of it for revenue 
purposes in their own Jurisdiction. 
For this reason American film men 
urge prompt action for defense. 

Ir-vIng Thalberg, -.production chler 

of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, here on 
vacia.tIon, expressed . himself , con- 
cerned over the new regulJltions. He 
believes it will have the same fate 
a$ that of the German cinema con-, 
trol 'which was "repealed not long 
ago. Samuel Qoldwyn also belleyefl 
it will fail but tears It will first cost 
the American trade , a, great deal of 
money, He intended to . try to . get

Williams suec| for breach of con- 
tract and wrongful dismissal, cla.Im-

Doesn't Favor Talking Pictures 

The following editorial, without request, appeared In the New 
York morning "World" ^March 23, last, Walter Lippman is the 
chief editorialist of that daily: 

Tjalking Movies 

Here and there on6 'detects a certain undertone of dis.satlsfactlon 
with some of the talking movies that have appeared recently. It 
seems that while the movies do talk, as. advertised; they haven't 
anything to say. And this. It would seem,, might have been ex- 
pected. The ajrerage movie deals with things that have no relation , 
to words at all : It Is quite unessential to know what the characters 
are saying to each other. For example, take . a fist fight. This 
furnishes the climax of a great many movies. Yet what is added 
to the effect by letting you hear what the beHlgerents are saying? 
What they are saying, as a Judge once remai-ked in e.xcluding cer- ; 
tain 'profane testimony, Ca;n be taken for granted. To hear the 
grunts, gi-oahs and damnis is only to be distracted frorn the much 
more entertaining busmesp of watching the uppercuts to the jaw.. 

Or, to take examples that many Would consider more artistic, 
consider some of the celebrated effects that have been achieved 
in the movies. Consider the panorama of the march to the sea 
m "The Birth of a Nation," or the caravan of wagons in "The 
Covered Wagon," or the marching soldiers in "ThO Big Parade," 
or the. elephant stampede in "Chang," or the full-rigged ship which 
salis over you ih "Old Ironsides." How could words Improve any 
of these.? Wonld you like to hear Gen. Sherman say "War Is 
hell"? Or the charnilng language . .of the . muleteers: as they drive ■ 
their covered wagons? Or the jolly boatswain pf the Cohstitutlbni 
as he claps a tar In the brig? Hardly. ^Language can a:dd nothing 
to these effects, and one hopes that, it, w^^ never try to. ; 

The field for. the talking movie, one suspexits, aside from its 
obvious usefulness in news pictures, is f 6 help do away with the 
sub-title.: But it iias a.-job on Its hands there; For the sub- title, 
originally regarded as . the big defect of the movies, has been de- . 
veloped into an art In Itself. It Is often half the picture. But Irt 
. becoming so Important It has. acquired a tradition of its own. It 
has learned how . to evoke what, the theatrical prof ession calls' "eye 
laughs"; that is, the kind of htimor that is funny when you see it . 
but no good when ypu hear it. It the talking movie could develop 
another kind of sub-title, a sub-title which would be effective when 
spoken and which would furnish. & running comment on the story, 
thnt would e liminate the Interruntloq s which obtain at present, 
then it would justify itself very halndsomely. .

LaskyAnti- British 

While Sidney Kent and Adolph 
Zukor, were strongly in favpr of 
bi'inging in British films and keep- 
ing a good feeling here as a result/ 
Jesse Lasky, said Williams, was 
strongly against any British films 
coming In. "I know that statement 
will get full publicity," said Wil- 
liams, "and I. am aiware of the 
seriousness of It. , But Eaton sub- 
sequently wrote to Famous oyer my 
head and stated in advance 'Tiptoes'; 
was not up to standard, though 
the . film was hot finished, and I 
~ct)uld have— licked- It Into shape. 
This gave Lasky and the opponents 
of the British films something to 
work oh, and caused a lot of trouble 
after I had worked desperately to 
put British films Into the American 
niarket." 

The rea l cause of all the com- 
pany's troubles Was the tailure-o 



Eaton and others to find the capital 
he had been promised, said Wil- 
liams, and when . Schleslnger came 
In a new contract was offered to 
WilliOrms by which he gave up be- 
ing managing director a.nd became 
one of a production committee. 
This, he said, was hot only not 
workable, but was a trick of 
Schlesinger's to get him (Williams) 
out. .l..Th^e_ngw_.contracX. contained 
clause that nd member of the com- 
mittee could negotiate or discuss 
any arrangements of any kind as 
ah Individual.

This money he was getting by the 
making of such contracts, which en- 
abled him to sell the films to 
America In advance for more than 
enough to pay negative costs,, and 
raise money on the American con- 
tracts. That, he declared, was mo- 
tion picture finance, and was not a 
gamble, but a reasonable manner of 
doing business. They said he had. 
been extravagant in spending: $440,- 
000 on the Elstree studios, but these 
same studios had been valued on 
their sale to the existing owning 
company at $660,000. . — 

Case Collapses. 
:. Soon after Williams went on the 
stand Thursday^ Judge . Horridge 
said he had not yet heard anything 
which he could leave to the Jury as 
justifying . dismissal. - rToward-^ the 
close of Thursday's session iStuart 
Bevan stated the defendant com- 
pany was prepiared to settle, and 
made the remarks noted at the be- 
ginning, as did thie Judge.

Right Into the piCr 
ture. For program purposes the 
picture is there a ihile. 

"Trail", probably holds more spec- 
tacular sequences than any of the 
real $2 pictures since "10 Com- 
mandments." Yet, Its story never 
brings a lump to the throat al- 
though, at various times, it grips. 
Dramatic intensity ip the love 
theme Is lacking until about the 
start of the final two reelis, • A 
touch of genuin.e pathos has some- 
times been-found to be wotth-a big. 
effect artd that pathos, which makes 
the feminine eye damp and the 
male swallow once or twice, . is 
what "Trail" lacks. 

"Big Parade'* Was a natural after 
the first half of the picture, not be-, 
cause of its corking Wair scenes biit 
because of the Interest Involved In 
the characters . and the unusual 
human script background against 
which they were etched in celluloid; 
"'Way Down East" had its soul- 
stirring Ice flow to the falls, which 
the Bcreeh has yet to top for both 
pure drama and action at one and 
the same time; "Commandments" 
had Its color and the opening of 
the sea, although it is generally ad- 
mitted that the modern story of the 
second half put this one across at 
the "legit scale; "Covered Wagon" 
-possessed- the .founda.tlon . of a peo- 
ple opening up a territory, epic and 
understandable wherever the civil- 
ized brain functions; "Ben-Hur" 
unfolded Its, chariot race, famed 
story- and supei*latlve production;

It one fairly .able cpmedian and 
tie runway girls make a Mutual 
burlesque show, this is a winner, - 
but If ft wheel, entertainment re- 
quires anything else, it's a bust. Ed 
Jordan gets maybe lO legitimate 
laiighs during an evening. . The Co- 
lumbia runway group under l.eader- 
ehip of. Bebe Almond snare casual 
attention four times. Rest is utter 
boredom. 

The three principal women 
baven^t anything in talent', legiti- 
ipate song and dance ability or 
style, charitably called "spice." 
They grind and grind and then 
some more in a performance as in- 
sipid and dull as rainy Sunday 
politalre. These three girls simply 
don't know the racket, or if they do 
the Columbia curbs them with cau- 
tious "don't." 

The men try to give the proceed- 
ings some pep by spilling dirt in. 
their talk and in this respect halve 
some of the smuttiest lines heard 
hereabouts so far in the new bur- 
lesque regime. But dirty talk 
against the background of a dreary 
succession of numbers; and datnces 
doesn't get them anywherie with the 
audience. From first to last there 
was not a single patter of applause 
tor a numbier or a dance shake that 
Justified a repeat. . They merely 
eased! otC in dead ; silence . and came 
back In an eloquenet burst of eerie 
quiet. 

The mob dame to life Just twice, 
during a two-hour performance.' 
Once was when the runway girls 
did a "flshlngr'* number, dangling 
pads and pencils before the boys, 
suspended on strings from fishing 
p(:>Ies. And once when Bert , Faye, 
the utility man, did a Ipng-shoc 
dance, a specialty that used to open 
the shows at Tony Pastor's 20 years 
ago. 

Not only were the grrind princi- 
pal dances tiresome and the en- 
sembles without ginger, but the 
costuming la unkempt. In respect 
.to-dres&lng,'.thls is the dingiest out- 
fit .imaginable, drab in' appeafance 
and lifeless in action, 
. The truth is that the burlesque 
•hows coming into the Columbia. 
New Tork, are getting worse ..and 
worse. "The Tempters" seem a 
climax of dreariness. The answer, 
of course, is the new economy of 
production and operating costs, but 
that's none of the audience's busi- 
ness. . For the. same old . $1.65, 
they're getting very little but the 
runway girls. 

In all Justice, It should be re- 
corded that Ed Jordan is a satis- 
factory worker. Doing a "dope'' in 
the first part and doing it well and 
repeating with the lazy smoke 
.characterization In the second sec- 
tion, he did all a com^ian could 
to redeem a flat performance.* His 
"Jail house" bit is a first rate com- 
edy interlude. 

Going into the details of the per- 
formance of the other principals 
w:ould be fruitless. The three prin- 
cipal women are nice looking, 
shapely. an.d earnest Jn ;thelr efforts 
but without conception .of what the 
situation calls for. Apparently small 
time, specralty people have been 
dumped Into a troup fo entertain 
a burlesque audience and they don't 
know what It's all about either. 

A few more of these outfits and 
the growing business, built up by 
the runway technique may fade.

Goes into effect next 
week when regular greens are open- 
ed to. play. Now, with temporary 
erreens. which apell grief on the dub's 
cardi the week-end riate is $6, a new 
top for off-season prices. 

At the same tlnfie Hillcrest, seml- 
publle course in. Jamaica, proposes 
to advance its scale from $2 to $3, 
and from .14 to $5. Hillcrest has 
always attracted a large number of 
shew people because of its con 
venlent distance and availability 
for a morning round permitting, re^ 
turn to the city toy matinee time. 

Joe Lannln's Salisbury layout 
near Oardtin City is holding to its 
old rate of $1.60 Week days, and 
$2.B0 week-ends, arid probably will 
be more crowded than ever on the 
Wide-open courses, Nbs.

West- 
chi&ster County opened a second 
course late last season, Maplemoor, 
■between White Plains arid Rye. It 
was not "seasoned" last year, but

The real trouble with the legitimate theatre today is that It Is domi- 
nated by the re.al estate side of its life. And, argue how you will, the 
realty of a theatre is not its most Important Item. Productions mean 
everything— or almost everything. You could put the worst show. In the 
world Into the finest theatre and the box ofllce receipts would be pea^ 
nuts. Granted that musicals draw on the road and that musicals are 
being pretty well produced, also mostly by Independents, it is Just; as 
axiomatic that musicals alone can't keep theatres open. They; can fill 
abdut ^i third ^if the-timiBi-^ The- other-^twor^ 

dramatics. Producers Of dramatics are few and far between. Some of 
the more promising among the younger ones have; been driven off after 
losing their eye and wisdomi teeth. ; Others with ideas can't stand the 
gaff from the realty operators. 

And this is important— the Independents who have succeieded recently 
under the present tyrannical, system either have their, own houses or 
haVe driven sharp- terms- through -possessing.iits.: ..T he oth^ re^fellows 
who might have a hit, keep shows on to good business only, to discover 
that the hundred and one petty extras cut the profits down to' nothing. ^ 

'(Why should we keep It up?" they've rightly said, and the masters, of 
the Situation, having squeezed the turnip, drop. It In^ th^^can. ' A pro- 
ducer's ideas mean little to them; how long Is his b. r.? And Is the 
show with a short b. r. good enough to steal? 

Thus no standards of production have been maintained. Anything 
to keep a theatre open has been the rule. With no maintenance df 
production standaixm, there can be, no guarantee of quality. 

This is what has been done. A dirt show o-he week and a clein one 
the following week eliminatps any chance of a steady clientele. 

The legitimate show bu.4ine.ss calls for taste, talent. Intelligence, and a 
feeling for the_stage^ Tlicse thing.s produce money. Money doesn't pro-

That means, theoretically, that there is a central distr ibution By.stcm for 
tho products of the theatre.. But this machinery has oroKen uowu. It 
cares not 'what it books.

Because of the delay in putting 
In "The "Three Musketeers." Wode- 
house sailed back to London after 
writing lyrics for "Rosalie," leaving 
Clifford Gray to sujiply any mate- 
rial necessary, in return for which 
he. gets a share of the royalties. 

Last ,week a cable from London 
stated that Wodehouse 'and George; 
Grossmlth had filed a complaint 
with the English Authors', Society, 
which in turn forwarded the case 
to the Dramatists' Guild of Amer- 
ica. 'The latter send word back 
that while Grossmith's claim was 
on file, Wodehouse had demurred 
making any complaint and until he 
supplied the necessary papers noth- 
ing coirld be done In his case. 

Wodehouse and Grossmlth were 
originally engaged to supply the 
■book for "Musketeers." Zlegfeld 
tossed it aside and engaged William 
Anthony Maguire to write an en- 
tirely . new book. Maguire Is given 
billing in the lights on: the Lyric's 
canopy. Groasmith complained to 
the Guild, but Wodehouse held oft 
When assigned to . do work on 

"Rosalie."^ . . ; ; , 

It appears that when informed or 
a cut in the "Rosalie" royalties. 
Wodehouse Joined with Grossmith 
in the aatter's rfomplalnt oy,er the 
original book of "Musketeers.!', for 
which both have a contract.

Washington, March 27. 
"The. bin, and .conference report, 
continuing the radio commission 
passed the Senate and is . how await- 
ing the signature of President Cool- 
idge to make :it law. 

Broadcasters, particularly of com- 
mercial entertainment stations, have 
fought the bin throughout the ses- 
sion, claiming the allocation of 
wave lengths under a state and pop- 
ulation policy would ruin them. 
'These Interests are credited with 
the added provision , which makes it 
possible for another section to be 
assigned a wave length If no ap- 
plication Is received from the right- 
ful sector. 

Bill as finally adopted continues 
the commission for one year from 
March 14 last with a proviso that

Commissioner C a 1 d w e 1 1 was 
charged with workings against the 
bill in Congi-ess by Senator : Dill. 

Mr. Caldwell Is quoted as stating 
beforei the passage of this bill that 
its enactment will mean the sileno-. 
Ing of more than 100 stations and 
that under the law not more than 
550 stations cari ever be licensed, 
wherieas there are now 680 broad- 
casters on the air. New law Is de- 
scribed as limiting 110 stations to 
each of the five zones, with the 
total power for all - stations in one 
zone held to 100,000 watts.

.Only two major stations refused, 
to hire studio muslclaijs— WEBH 
and KYW, both partially controlled 
by Hearst papers. Neither has been 
broadcasting .local dance music. 

Announcement accompanying' the 
WEJBH "gh*st" music IS as follows: 
"The 'Herald Examiner' presents 
some dance music from WEBH, 
Edgewater Beach hotel station, Chir 
cage". Name of the orchestra or its 
location is not revealed before or 
after the program, but it was recog- 
nized as the B. A. Rolf e orchestra 
broadca,stihg over the NBC chain 
from New York.

.which was thrown out of a Way- 
bum flash act by the producer fol- 
lowing a tiff with the song writers. 
Wayburn then commissioned Eu- 
gene Ford, one of his staging as- 
sistants, to create a number for the 
"rain" situation. In that wise the 
Robbins song stepped put. as a slze- 
pble song hit. 

An Infringement of the bass is 
alleged, paralleling the famous 
"Dardanella" lawsuit, and not of 
musical thehie or song character. 

Feist Is understood to have been 
reluctant to sue excepting on Swan- 
stro.n and Morgan's Insistence to 
retaliate against Waybum, who, 
they figured,, had something to do 
with the Robbins .song publication.

New Tbrk 
figure $114. 

Customary bootleg liquor from 
unknown channels la selling, in New 
York at the former scale of from 
$48 to 1.66. Most of this cheaper 
booze is seemingly finding Its way 
to nlte clubs and speakeasies.
